at your desk at home, where you can refer to them in preparing 
examinations, or for other years. But don’t let your book get 
too fat. You don’t want to lug paper every week. 

(4) Coming, After this divider you keep a half-dozen blank 
pages for quick notations m class: when they voted to have a 
tea, to have a committee meeting Anything that arises in class 
which you will want to know quickly, is swiftly jotted here. 
This may not be the neatest part of your notebook, but it will 
often be the handiest. If you make a promise, even a little one, 
jot it down, and be sure to look at this page when preparing 
It will settle lots of arguments. It will help you remember 
materials: “New paste. Nat’l Geog. on Siam Letter from M. 
Gold stars. 2 scissors.” Here will be written any assignments, 
too: pupil’s name and what he agreed to do or bring. Above 
all, jot down any long-range matters which seem shaping up 
in the project manner: “More mformation about making the 
panel/’ “Date at Orphans’ Home for our visit ” “Get a parent 
to help on exhibit ” 

Don’t trust your memory, in the busy confusion of being “on 
location” with your children. Jot anything down in the “Com¬ 
ing” pages. 

(5) Memory Wor\, Memory items are scattered all through 
the lessons. No matter how inadequate may be your printed 
texts, they call for something to be memorized. And since you 
cannot often accomplish on the set day the exact or whole item 
required, you can keep your materials here, for drill when 
convenient. Some schools and a few dioceses set up a complete 
year’s schedule of required memory work for each grade, and 
if that is your case, you will wish this material ready at hand 
Have all memoiy items typed completely m this last section of 
your notebook. Then you can turn to a given item—the psalm, 
the prayer, the portion of catechism, or whatever—at an in¬ 
stant’s notice, and start a drill without delay. 
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You might allow each child to write his name on the margin 
of tire page in your book, as a proud record (and convenient 
for you, too) of his achievement. Of course, your goal is to have 
evety pupil learn every prescribed item, not just hit at it, by the 
end of the year Your children will be interested in memorizing 
if you go back to it repeatedly, if only for a few moments each 
week. 

The foregoing plan, with its five divisions, is the “standard 
teacher’s notebook,” as I have worked it out in my parishes. 
Sometimes it has been provided for all teachers, ready to use. 
But it is better—if you take a tip from die educational methods 
advocated throughout this book—for each teacher to decide to 
set up his own notebook, and then to figure out the details in 
his own way. The best ones will, anyway. The poor ones don't 
even know how to use crutches. 

There are possibilities of divisions beyond these five. For 
example. For My Own Growth (lists of books you want to 
get) Pictures. Cartoons Inspirational Clippings Stories which 
Illustrate Strong Quotations. Poems that Inspire Christian 
Leaders Wholesome Humor. Prayers. Such a scheme makes of 
your book almost a working file, but it will not be a burden 
if you feel die urge. 

Personally, I think it is enough to have a mysterious back 
section or folder called “Reserve Ammunition. 55 Here you may 
look, when, in some hard-pressed moment to hold the line of 
interest, you want somednng vital, different—and you want it 
now 

Will you consider starting a good, workable notebook now? 
You will be teaching for many years, you know. Each lesson 
period is a small front-line battle. Do you wish to advance to 
it barehanded, without any weapons, your gear all snarled up ? 
Or will you be fully prepared to establish a beachhead and be 
ready to advance into the fray when opportunity presents itself ? 
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10. YOUR LESSON OUTLINE 

Mrs. Van, a new teacher, showed me her lesson outline for 
next Sunday She laughed a little apologetically as she handed 
me merely a small white card on which were a few headings 
in her own small, clear hand I read: 

Sun . aft Eptph — Jan . 7 

1. Lord’s Prayer with pauses. 

2. Six pluases foi poster (on blackboard) 

3, Hallowed. Discuss “Wonderful things ” 

(Read to them. I Wonder . . ) 

4. Saying Thank You Ps 67*3-4, 98 4-6. 

5, Grace at meals Drill 

6, Start writing our Litany. 

(Drill on season Epiph yesteLday) 

e T have the second grade/’ she reminded me, “and last Sun¬ 
day we started on a new Christian Education Unit called We 
Tal\ With God . It’s nice to stait on an entirely different topic 
after Christmas.” 

When asked to explain further the mysterious code on her 
card, she told me, “Ids just a final summary, to help me in 
class so I won’t forget what I’ve planned to do. I make it out 
after I have prepared my lesson ” 

“You see,” she went on, “the children decided last week to 
make posters about the Lord’s Prayer I thought we would 
open by saying the Prayer together, but pausing to mark the 
different sections That’s number one on the card Then, right 
after they are seated, I plan to follow up that idea, asking how 
we might divide the Prayer for posters. I intend to go to the 
board (they write so poorly) and write the Prayer, separating 
it into six parts, each one to be the subject of a separate poster. 
We’ll number them, and begin to study each for ideas that we 
could show m some picture or symbol But we won’t start work 
on the posters this Sunday. 
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“The rest of the outline is the same. Just enough to help me 
remember my plan. If I don’t have it before me, we might not 
get anywhere before the time is up.” 

The only other material this teacher had was a sheet on 
which she had copied a poem, some verses from the psalms, 
and sample of a short Litany Thus equipped, she could have 
her hands free, need not fumble with any books and markers* 
and could hold the attention of every child, every minute 

Before you come to class, you must not only have been 
through your lesson carefully, but must have thought it 
through , in your own mind, as a plan of action What shall I 
do first? What next? When shall I introduce some activity? 
Your lesson, as finally enacted around the class table, will be 
a continuous performance in which either the teacher stage- 
manages well, or the pupils (demoniac possessed) run away 
with the show. There will be no repeat performance. This one 
hour (much less, in most parishes) is yours out of eternity. In 
this short time, impressions may be made, steps taken, and 
thoughts started, which may change the whole course of many 
lives. Theory, and fine moralizing? But it’s true. This hour is- 
yours 

The outlines or “session plans” provided in some published 
texts can never anticipate the conditions of your class, this Sun¬ 
day. The editor is, m a sense, an irresponsible party, quite 
academic He doesn’t have to meet with your boys. He is far 
from the firing line Such printed outlines help, if only as a 
start for your own plan For one thing, you will have to reject 
certain items And your own ingenuity (you have plenty of it, 
I hope) will always cause you to put in ideas and material 
from your own experience bins After all, the editor is only 
a human being who has been asked, (or, in these latter days, 
more likely has rushed in) to write the script for the course or 
unit What has become of the sincere challenge in the printed 
line which used to appear m the title page of all the Christian 
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Nurture Series, “For trial use, in the hope that the experience 
of teachers, through the leading of the Holy Spirit, may con¬ 
stantly enrich and improve the course” 13 The earnest teacher, 
in her class, is the real test-pilot for any printed text You, too, 
can edit a course Any thoughtful and sincere teacher can make 
up a good lesson—and should, more often than is the case. 

But a little more about working outlines. The teacher who 
comes to the class period with no clear plan or intention only 
courts another failure or mediocre lesson. Either he has an 
outline on paper, or a memorized plan in his head A few 
people, it is true, accustomed to public appearance, can so 
marshall their materials mentally that they know exactly what 
they will do, and in the performance will carry through almost 
exactly as planned. They have made the inward decision, “I 
will do this first, then tell this story, and leave time for that 
activity at the end.” 

Yet for most teachers a written outline is necessary. It is the 
evidence of one’s preparation—a weapon ready at hand in all 
unforeseen surges of the class movement It gives balance and 
proportion to the timing Kept in one’s notebook, it serves as a 
reminder for improvement, and a ready record of preceding 
Sundays. Your outlme will be your own, in your own manner. 
One teacher, being eye-minded, used colored pencils and sym¬ 
bols to catch his eye on his outline. Here is another sample, 
which stresses places and movement about the class-room. (It 
is from Christian Nurture, yth grade.) 

Standing, silent. Pause Then class prayer together. 

Seated in circle (a) call for reports: John size of Sea of Gal 

Wilbur, def of a miracle 

(b) Tell, “A Busy Day” [Outline on other side of card] 

(c) Discussion. What makes us well? Health Knowledge. Why 
could our Lord heal? His power over nature (the storm) 

Go to table Work on lantern slides. 
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It is clear that this teacher had discovered the advantage of 
a change of place and position to relieve restlessness and increase 
interest. Besides the usual elements, he thought out carefully 
the handling of his group, like a squad at drill 
Another teacher, having seen his finest efforts wasted by 
the time running out, planned everything to the minute. He 
claimed that he could stick to his schedule almost exactly. Here 
is one of his outlines It is on Church History, based on Bishop 
Wilson’s The Divine Commission . 

9.50 —Open Discuss What is a monk? a nun? 

A young Egyptian 250 yrs before Christ (Anthony). Discuss 
Anthony’s decision. Have a pupil read SMatt 19 16-23 (R lc h

Notice how this teacher thought out just when to give out 
the workbooks, when and what to write in them, and when to 
close them for a time of talkmg He knew, perhaps from sad 
experience, how having workbooks in hand can prevent effec¬ 
tive teaching, and make class activity monotonous, with much 
resultant restlessness. It is the great curse of workbooks that 
they defeat the very objects they were invented to accomplish, 
and they notoriously make lazy teachers, who do little prepar¬ 
ing But as solid material for a variation of manual work (writ¬ 
ing) and some self-expression, they may have their place. But 
that place is only now and then, and for part of a page. And 
never, never Sunday after Sunday. 

“Must I always make an outline asks the new teacher. The 
answer might well be, “Yes, every Sunday for at least two 
years.” After that, your experience may carry you through a 
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studied variation of these elements: listen; discuss; make, act; 
write; drill—each m the right proportion and order. Outlines 
are best always , if you ask me, till death do us part And that 
means a ftesh outline, even on a familiar course—not using 
last year’s cold card If I catch you with the textbook m your 
hand, I’m almost certain you did not prepare; if you have your 
outline, I’m sure you did 

Possibly the greatest value of a plan, whether written or 
formed mentally, is that you must make up your mind —your 
mind for your pupils Those precious forty minutes are the one 
time in a whole week, when the Church, through you, has her 
chance Textbooks are increasingly suggestive, less and less 
worked out into the last detail. Editors more and more require 
that the teacher shall adapt, digest, select, condense, arrange, 
and invent material. In die planned presentation he must use 
every device which imagination, experience, ingenuity, and 
charm can devise. That is teaching! 

Your outline, then, is a little script for a well prepared drama, 
with a limited cast, and a minimum of discordant sound-effects. 
Better to say, “It says here,” dian, “I wish you’d behave!” 


11. THE FINISHING TOUCH 

The last section gave some practical suggestions about mak¬ 
ing your working outline to use in class. This is on the side 
of teaching skill and efficiency. Yet ours is not oidinary teach¬ 
ing, as in the secular school classroom. This is for eternity This 
is “for keeps ” St. Paul, a keen student and speaker, but a better 
pastor, knew that knowledge shall vanish away. He had found 
that only the living touch of love endures. 

The Church teacher is the living exponent of Christian love. 
Somehow, with whatever tools he is given or can contrive, he 
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must get though to the heart of his pupils. And in this lie does 
not have to work alone But he must learn how to work with 
God, how to allow his Lord to stand at his shoulder. After all 
your ordinary preparation, you must vitalize it with your per¬ 
sonal desire to accomplish some spiritual impression . Study 
over, outline made, boiled down, ready to pour, ask yourself, 
“Why am I teaching tins? What will be the tone and quality 
of this class period'*’ 5 

May I make a suggestion—rather timidly, for it is rather per¬ 
sonal? It is this: When you are saying your night prayers on 
Saturday, pray your lesson for tomorrow to God It is so simple, 
and natural. 

You can pray, “Dear Father, here is our lesson, filling my 
mind. There is so much to it, and I’m dreadfully keen to have 
them respond. Is this the right way ? First, we’ll say the Lord’s 
Prayer together. Then we’ll talk about the posters . , . then 
about all the wonderful things in the world. ... I must find 
their words to express the idea that admiration passes into 
wondci and worship And I must have diem say (not )ust tell 
them) that You made them all. I’m going to read them that 
verse in the textbook about ‘I wonder so at many things’ . . 
then the points on saying Thank you ... and the drill on grace 
at meals If we have time, well start the new litany . and 
mention Epiphany. 

“But, dear Father, keep it all simple and real. Keep me keen 
and alert. (Help me not to lose patience with Eddie!) And 
help me to love them all, for Jesus’ sake. Amen.” 

Then a little miracle will happen, as you relax, feeling ‘quite 
good in bed, kissed, and sweet, and your prayers said” (in the 
words of Francis Thompson). During the night, as you sleep, 
God will iron out the kinks in your outline, and touch it alive 
through your dedicated mind. When you get to class, every¬ 
thing will go well. For it is His lesson, and they are His children. 
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1 THE BAD CHILD 

At a staff meeting the teachers are comparing notes. 

“This year, mme are all angels, for some reason ” 

“That’s because that Schwartz child moved away. I had him 
last year, and believe me, the class was one long nightmare,” 
said another teacher. 

“Well, I’m getting Freddie tamed,” adds another “But it 
takes most of my attention. I make him sit right beside me, 
and I grab him if he moves.” So speaks a determmed man 
teacher, who has at last been touched in his pride, realizing that 
an eight-year-old boy has practically defeated him (a World 
War captain) and made him appear weak if not ridiculous. 

It is such pupils who take the fun out of teaching. They also 
serve as barometers of our work. We might “get by” with 
commonplace teaching and casual preparation most of the year, 
giving the appearance of success with a group of quiescent 
children. But the troublesome child exposes us. He shows, by 
his extreme vitality, that we have been merely passing the time, 
not really teaching. 

Yet, allowing for a few of the most extreme cases, a good 
teacher can teach any child. He can, because that is teaching 
You are not invited to put on a performance before a prim 
little audience. You are given, each term, a handful of person¬ 
alities Each child is your problem, and each can be solved 
There is no answer in the back of the book, but there is a 
solution somewhere. The finding of it may take more tim e, 
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experiment, and wisdom than you are able or willing to give. 
This is one of the challenges of teaching 

There are several types of problem children who cause their 
teachers annoyance and chagrin. Each calls for a different treat¬ 
ment Some cases are serious, deep rooted. Some are superficial, 
readily cured by a swift touch of adult purpose and direction. 
We can readily distinguish several types of troublesome chil¬ 
dren 

(1) The overactive child —Activity is the most normal char¬ 
acteristic of childhood, and with that we must deal all the time. 
But there are the few who, by temperament or native nervous 
constitution, seem to be always in motion. They seem to be 
over-stimulated, driven always by some consuming urge to do 
and to be, to demand and to talk, to show off, to compel atten¬ 
tion. A few are just extremely “nervous,” but many of this 
type probably lack self-discipline and are on the way toward 
becoming emotional problems later in life. As teachers, we can 
only be very patient with them in class, giving them activities 
that will hold their interest while winning their respect. At the 
right moments we may have to use strong discipline, starting 
some self-control by showing the pattern of some stronger will, 
and a better purpose. For these pathological children the school 
may have to find expert psychiatric guidance, and close co¬ 
operation with the parents. 

(2) The overnoticed child —Some would call him simply 
spoiled He has had too much attention, and has learned to 
enjoy it and to seek it Not securing the notice he craves, he 
may work for attention in all sorts of unpleasant ways. This is 
often a superior child, with sensibilities misdirected. He needs 
activities of service, to make him aware of the needs and reac¬ 
tions of others, and the wholesome satisfactions of praise for 
worthy achievements. He needs quiet and earnest handling, to 
be led into feeling his place in the group life, and the deeper 
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joys of real achievement and well earned praise. When naughty, 
his case may be only accentuated by too much attention. He 
may need only a definite job, such as class secretary, and the 
experience of responsibility. 

(3) The malicious child —You may argue that there is no 
such creature, that children act from impulse. But we who 
have taught know of cases which, at least at the moment, can 
only be accounted as malicious and ill willed They may have 
been started off on the wrong attitude toward tire teacher and 
the school. They may have discovered, early in their times at 
Sunday School, the fun of doing tricks and plaguing the adult 
leaders, until they were definitely m a position of active enemies 
of the administration 

Now and then we find a child who does unpleasant things, 
and we know these call for swift and decisive measures Usually 
he has enough intelligence to respond wholesomely to just pun¬ 
ishment Yet the better way, it must be admitted, is to win his 
good will and co-operation. And that, brethren, takes real lead¬ 
ership, time, and love Miss Morton said, “I’m going to get that 
boy on my side , and then IT 1 have a marvelous class 1 ” And she 
did, within two months. 

(4) The overbnght child —Let the interest lag, let the simple 
lesson run out, and your bright child becomes the trouble¬ 
maker He has done the writmg, copied the prayer, filled in 
the blanks, or pasted the picture. “What’ll I do now^” He 
provides the answer by getting into mischief. To balance the 
tempo of your class movement between these super minds and 
the dullest is a feat often taxing the skill, patience, and zeal of 
a veteran 

In all the foregomg, the rule is: Work at difficult cases outside 
of class. Make your special plans; anticipate the troublesome, 
individual misconduct. “If he starts it this Sunday, I’ll send him 
straight to the superintendent, and he will be prepared to spend 
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some time with him 55 Above all, work with the parents, who 
are truly eager to have their children turn out well, or at least 
to make a good impression. A frequent talk with a mother 
over the phone is a great comfort, and pioduces surprising 
results 

In any event, work for a solution, do not allow the miscon¬ 
duct to continue, undermining the tone of your class, and 
wasting all your nervous force. The bad child may have to be 
removed fiom the class, by being given some invented task or 
sphere of activity, in order to save everything. But he is your 

problem , and if, by now, you are the teacher I think you are, 

you will solve it—or him. 


2 THE PERSONAL CONFERENCE 

A new word that has burst upon the educational horizon is 
guidance . Returning servicemen are to have guidance. Students 
are to be studied as cases, and given guidance. The method 
employed is largely the device of the personal interview in 
which the adviser and the student or veteran go through a 
prescribed routine, and notes are taken for the file. 

The weak point in die scheme is apt to be die person of the 
leader, who is entrusted with the delicate task of drawing out 
the other, and presumably helping him make some constructive 
decisions He is supposed to provide information, wisdom, and 
inspiration Whether the system will work only time can tell 
But certainly individuals need personal attention, whedier 
mechanized or informal, and it is now recognized that teachers 
should provide this for their pupils. 

This may well be the special role of die consecrated and 
mature Church teacher. He knows his sheep, and they know 
him The week-by-week companionship of the class circle has

paved the way for intimate moments of talk. At moments both 
unexpected and planned, the teacher has opportunity to enter 
into the special personal problems of his little group. 

We have had a large emphasis on the class. We have prepared 
for the lesson, we calculate the timing of the class-period, the 
group activity, the project arising from the common mind, and 
completed by joint efforts. 

Many a teacher will arrive just in time for the class, and 
dash away immediately after its close All this has tended to 
make teachers forget that all the time they are dealing with 
lone individuals. The group method of teaching is an economy, 
and in some ways a necessity for teaching. But all the time it 
is Tommy and Helen and Wilbur and Carolyn who go back 
to their own homes, and whose growing character is our real 
problem. 

Consider the special opportunity of the Church teacher. The 
public school teacher has thirty to fifty, while he has only ten 
or a dozen. The former cannot follow up individuals. But the 
Church teacher can single out his children for special moments, 
can deal with their personal needs as drey arise. 

A good way is to start taking notes about your pupils Some 
day, when preparmg your lesson, try composing a character 
sketch of each child Just attempting this you will begin to 
realize how dimly and how impersonally you have perceived 
the personalities of many of diem. You start to jot down: 
“Milton—radier nervous, very poor writer, never can unfasten 
own ovei shoes I can’t seem to win his affection Never scuffles 
with the other boys. Is the quickest to find places m Bible. Has 
a stamp collection. Only child. His mother overconcerned about 
his health.” 

You knew this already, and much more. But the writing of 
it down helps you clarify and often to see an underlying prob¬ 
lem that you would miss in the swift movement of the class 
period. Moreover, your rough notes, reviewed now and dien, 
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help you to plan and build for that child. You realize you must 
take the trouble to talk about that point, to get his confidence. 
And that means some moments found apart with him, no 
matter how arranged One method for taking notes is to have 
a rough outline to fill in for such areas as these. Physical, 
nervous, social conduct, skills, needs help in-, home situ¬ 

ation, special interests, dislikes, achievements. 

Some of these special moments come unplanned. You arrive 
at church early, and there is your boy In a short, direct talk 
you try to get across your special point for him. It may be 
something which calls for a special interpretation. But most 
guidance must be done by the sought out personal interview 
Then, in a leisurely talk, without interruptions, you can start 
ideas, and develop attitudes. It isn’t easy Only love and practice 
and patience will begin to get results, 

I recall a woman who did a unique work of personal guid¬ 
ance through a junior altar guild. The plan was simply for a 
girl to meet with her and sew on altar things. As they sewed 
they talked. Though seemingly casual, the themes were tilings 
that mattered. “I learned more from Mrs. Atterby than in any 
class I can remember,” a young woman told me in after years. 

‘‘Teaching is guidance” is the new slogan Groping lives 
must be helped to find their own right way There are adjust¬ 
ments to community life to be made, home handicaps to be 
overcome, personality patterns to be untangled. No two are 
alike—the fat, the skinny, the homely, the frail. There is self- 
consciousness, timidity, quick anger, defeatism, vanity, show¬ 
ing off, compensations of all sorts. 

Personality persists, yet may be slowly modified. Hence the 
need for your notes, and your prayers, your planning and 
persistence. If you would think of the class period as only the 
begmning, of personal contacts as the real opportunity, you 
would have a new conception of your work The rector has 
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assigned you these few sheep of the flock, not for a crowded 
hour on Sunday morning, but all through the year. It is your 
deep joy to lead them. You are accountable to the Shepherd 
of them all, who gave His life for each 


3 CONSTRUCTIVE DISCIPLINE 

“Isn’t Mr. Winter’s class terrible 1 ” Everybody in the school 
is saying it. Just when classes were going nicely last Sunday, 
there was a crash and shrieks of laughter from the alcove. A 
boy, who had been balancing on the back legs of his chair, had 
at last fallen backwards. The superintendent, ever vigilant as 
an officer for maintaining quiet, had rushed m, to find Mr 
Winter apologetically tiying to stop the confusion and hearty 
laughter. He was trying to smooth it over, to get them back 
into reasonable quiet again 

He had never thought to punish the boy, nor to check him 
when he first began to teeter in his chair. It was, to him, just 
one of many forms of boyish restlessness, which he frankly 
does not know how to manage. 

It is true that poor Mr. Winter doesn’t have much chance 
with the makeshift arrangements in the parish house There 
is a screen m front of the alcove he must use for his circle of 
fifteen small boys. He has no table for them to work at, only 
a small blackboard, which sometimes falls down. He knows 
that five other adjoining classes can hear his class, and have 
complained frequently. This makes Mr. Winter terribly self- 
conscious He is more concerned now with keeping them quiet 
than anything else. He will bribe, promise, cajole He lives in 
a momentary dread of a fresh outburst of a shout, a laugh, or 
a crash Although he labors to prepare his lessons, he just 
doesn’t seem to be able to get “good discipline ” Yet the teachers 
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within earshot have little trouble in maintaining order, and in 
conducting peaceful and attentive classes Why ? 

We must analyze Mr. Winter for a bit* He actually expects 
bad order. He counts on it, dreads it, but does not know how 
to head it off. It is true he does not desire it. But he has long 
had so much noise that he is content if he can now get through 
the period without too much clamour He is desperate, but 
resigned. Frankly he has no picture of the good order he really 
wishes. He has no plans for real discussion, knows few devices 
for activity 

He does not check the first outbreak of disorder. Several 
voices join in the talk, the pitch of the teacher is raised to be 
heard, and almost in a moment all are talking loudly (This 
is the normal noise-hunger of growing children, which flares 
up instantly at the slightest suggestion They like noise ) In¬ 
stead, he must learn to demand, every time there is a violation, 
“Only one person talks at a time in our class I” 

If I were Mr. Winter, I think I would spend one whole Sun¬ 
day session straightening out the class attitude. The approach 
would be the club idea, that we might organize, with officers, 
and rules. We would elect the usual four officers, and then 
would come the question, How can we improve our class? 
Soon, there would be one boy at the blackboard putting down 
things we all agreed to. With very little suggestion they would 
soon have some things like the following agreed upon: 

Class Rides 

1 Not to chew gum 

2 Not to kick each other. 

3. Not to tip back in your chair. 

4. If tardy, come in quietly, and explain to class why you are late. 

5. Bring your book 

6. Do not talk without permission. 

7. Only one person talks at a time Do not mterupt 

8. Do something every Sunday to help the school 
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So the list is accepted, and the class starts out with a new 
character formulated by the boys themselves. The teacher will 
see that the list is kept posted, and enforced. If violated, the 

class may be appealed to to decide the punishment Everything 
is done to make die group conscious of itself as a group, not 
just a mob of individuals, and which has a mind and purpose 
and tradition of its own. Soon they will readily accept such 
affirmations as, “Our class is always helpful ” 

The last rule has m it all sorts of possibilities It includes 
things like ushering, helping younger children with coats, pick¬ 
ing up books, or whatever needs to be done It leads to their 
realizing that the other classes are quiet to help them , and they 
will play the game, too. 

With a fresh start thus made, Mr. Winter would be ready 
for some fine Sundays, provided he immediately learns some 
of the devices of planning activity. He will by now begin to 
realize that the good conduct of a class is the result of good 
teaching. Teachers who know their lessons, and know how to 
teach, confidently yet easily, have no disciplinary problems. 
The very word “discipline,” indeed, has m it the idea of con¬ 
structive teaching. It meant, and still means, “discipleship.” 
The children are the teacher’s disciples That changes every¬ 
thing. They have been called—here they are, the leader’s faith¬ 
ful dozen, separated from the world for the moment, ready 
and willing to do anything suggested. And Mr. Winter only 
tries to keep them fiom making too much noise l The good 
teacher rises to the opportunity, is inspired, works, prays, strug¬ 
gles, and wins. 

Constructive discipleship, in which the teacher accepts his 
role of personal worker for our Lord, begins with the intense 
resolve not to fail, and continues in the weekly effort to get 
definite response and results. The teacher who has “good disci¬ 
pline” has a plan, and finds methods. Instead of having to 
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stifle childhood vitality, he knows how to use it. Talk there 
must be, but always skilfully planned for just this age, this 
group. And always the talk is only preliminary to action. 

Think of die many kinds of activity which may be managed, 
even under the inadequate conditions of the average parish. 
The following list will help to illustrate the things you may 
call upon, and should, for variety of interest: 

Directed tal\ Discussion, debates, reports, recitation, choral 
reading, Bible reading, quiz tests, reviews, memory drill 

Handwor\ can be used, provided it is planned for the con¬ 
ditions of Sunday space and time, and related to the teaching 
unit’ Art work, not too pretentious. Crayoning, lantern slides, 
posters, manuscript writing, scrap books, clay modeling, flannel- 
graphs, sandtable. 

Movement for such things as a game, contest, drill, or dram¬ 
atization. 

Writing , if for a real purpose, not just to fill in blanks in an 
editor’s scheme, and of course not too difficult nor too long. 

Trips or pilgrimages into the church for study of some special 
matters, such as the altar, font, or the vestments 

Outcomes of projects started in class: packing the box, decor¬ 
ating for a party, painting chairs, delivering baskets, selling 
things, visiting an orphanage, etc. These things, although done 
on a weekday, react on next Sunday’s joyous class feeling. 

Worship is a real activity, and may be injected mto any 
period 

The activity method is possibly the best short way to happy 
teaching. It may be overdone, to the detriment of teaching the 
content of the lesson But there is far greater danger that 
classes degenerate into mere talk, and that mostly by the 
teacher, with restlessness, and boredom the inevitable sensation 
of the children. Fix your mind on this, as you prepare your 
lesson: What shall I have them do, what shall I start them 
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wanting to do, in this period, or as a result of it ? The truth is, 
Mr. Winter doesn’t know what he wants. He expects nothing 
but “youthful energy,” and knows none of the ready ways of 
directing it He may be beyond repair Yet, if he can only have 
a few Sundays of happy, purposeful activity, and a feeling of 
class unity, he will begin to learn. He will repeat his successes, 
and will grow in his methods and his achievements From 
being a failure, on the way out, he will have become a success, 
on the way up. It will change his whole outlook, perhaps his 
whole life. He will begin to brag about his class, tell others of 
the stunts he has invented. 

He will have met his problem, won through to the good 
will and following of his pupils. That is teaching How can we 
get Mr. Winter started on the use of activities in teaching? 


4. BUILDING A CURRICULUM 

“My pupils don’t like this course,” a teacher tells me, and 
I know she is only covering up the fact that she can’t teach 
the course It is natural to blame someone else And yet we 
can’t blame the teacher entirely, for we have all found that 
certain courses are difficult to present, or weak at some points 
Most often, the method and outlook of the text do not chime 
with the attitude and training of the teacher. It is just the wrong 
course for her 

No printed lessons are perfect, it is true, because they are 

the efforts of a writer or a board to organize materials and 
techniques which must, in real use, pass through the personality 
of each teacher, and to the personalities of real children. These 
are of all sorts, and largely incalculable You never can be sure 
how anybody will act in response to the ideas and plans of 
others. 
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When a teacher, really trying, cannot put over the materials 
which have been given to him for the year, it is reasonable to 
ask what can be done about it. To waste a whole year in 
futility, annoyance, and with a diminishing class seems need¬ 
less. Yet to switch to some other text is surely no guarantee of 
correcting the trouble All courses have some flaws, and there 
is no course so perfect that it relieves the teacher from patient 
effort, ingenuity, and adaption 

The clergy, who have the responsibility for the success of 
their schools, are notoriously weak in this solution. They will 
try any new course offered, with only the most casual examina¬ 
tion, always hoping that this is at last the perfect system, which 
they have only to order, hand out, and forget about for a year 
That so many of them do just this may explain so many weak 
schools and poorly taught children. 

For the present, we must work along this line* We must 
teach oui children, week by week And we must work with 
the materials at hand, until something better appears But the 
real trouble, all through, lies in the assumption in the minds 
of both clergy and teachers that the printed material is the 
most important thing. Yet if we will consider, for a moment, 
the whole problem of curriculum, we may get a new approach 
Broadly, the curriculum is the whole plan for teaching—what 
to teach and when to teach it. A committee undertakes to 
answer the large question, “What shall we teach our pupils 
from the first years they can understand to the end of their 
school days—from about four years to twenty?” The usual 
way is for the committee to start making a list of yearly topics. 

What shall we teach m kindergarten? What in the fourth 
grade? To sophomores? The result, after several sessions of the 
committee, is a neat list of topics, sometimes obscured by 
romantic titles, for each year’s mam objective It is sometimes 
discovered that this was all done, back in the i 89 o’s, m the 
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Standard Curriculum, which is still the norm if we assume the 
topical or content approach. 

Next, each year s dieme is farmed out to a likely writer or 
group of experts, and they eventually produce a textbook to be 
used as the material for teaching about thirty lessons Now it 
comes to the class teacher. In effect he is told, “Your subject 
for the year, for these children, is the Ten Commandments, 
or the life of Christ, or whatever the curriculum calls for. Here 
is the printed book to use. Make the most of it Have a good 
year. 55 

If every teacher would look upon this ceremony of receiving 
the book each year as the acceptance of his marching orders, 
and would then try to adapt them to his own skills, and the 
fluid response of his pupils, we would have better teaching. To 
every teacher, then, the rector says, “Stick to this subject all 
year, as much as you can. There are other books you will need. 
Some of the suggestions will work, some won’t. But you are 
the teacher, not a mechanic watching an automatic loom This 
is a memorandum, not a blueprint. See that your children 
memorize some information, practice some worship and serv¬ 
ice, and live with you together for a year as Christian friends ” 

Content and method meet m die person of the teacher. He 
must digest the content, the substance of the Christian tradi¬ 
tion, and then find devices by which his pupils will, as in¬ 
heritors of that tradition, make it their own. No curriculum 
can do this for him, or them. 


5. INTERRUPTIONS IN CLASS 

Every teacher, old or new, at some time or other has been 
distressed by interruptions m the class work. This may be felt 
to be especially annoying when one has prepared particularly 
well and its eager to put over some special line of thought or 
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project You have your outline, your plan You start out per¬ 
fectly, and the class responds about as expected. All is going 
splendidly, when—bang! some word is spoken, or an accident 
happens, or a wrong note is struck, and the whole class period 
seems to have been destroyed. 

You may be the intense, eager type, one of those who want 
things to happen just right, and truly desire results. To you 
such sudden breaks in the class attention come with especial 
annoyance and may for you spoil the whole period. They may 
cause you to feel frustration and despair, to say, “What’s the 
use of trying 

Some of the interruptions are purely external, from outside 
the class The woist is die secretary (or his youthful assistant) 
who barges in without apology and in the middle of some 
hard-won attention demands a count (or a recount), or en¬ 
velopes, or whatever The children don’t mind. They rather 
enjoy the intrusion, for it may call for some activity on their 
part But, although the intruder is gone in a moment, the 
thread of attention is snarled. You have to recreate the tone 
and common thought of your group. And you are not in as 
good a frame of mmd to do it, being now a little strained and 
exasperated. 

Then there are those many sounds which fill a parish house 
or chuich basement at Church School time. A fraction of one 
percent of our parishes have separate and sound proof class 
rooms—the rest camp all over the premises. Some of these 
sounds may be dimmed by the devices of portable partitions, 
curtains, and other “temporary” arrangements. But for the 
most part they remain as a distracting background. At any 
moment there may be a sudden burst of laughter from a distant 
class, the crash of some falling chair, or even a paper dart sail¬ 
ing over the partition from some teacherless or unmanageable 
class 

In addition, there are visitors, well-meanmg and usually 
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worth having, if only as an excuse for displaying drill. But any 
one, and all together, they represent those strains on the 
teacher’s nerves which must be withstood The solution? For 
each immediate case, fight through immediately to your former 
attention, keeping your calm and good nature as well as you 
can. For die large problem of space and rooms, stop grumbling 
and \ic\— often, and to the right people 
But die real problems come from your pupils themselves A 
pupil arrives late. In the midst of a sentence you may have to 
stop and administer discipline. Or, a question is asked that 
seems to call for an immediate answer. For instance, you have 

been developing the thought of being a good soldier of Christ. 
You are getting along swimmingly: soldiers must be trained, 
endure hardships, be obedient, respect their leaders, etc. And 
then, Judith, who is a “deep one,” remarks, “If we had peace 
we wouldn’t have any more soldiers, would we?” You had 
been wondering a little about that yourself, and now you 
grasp at the question, developing the thought It is one of 
those lucky breaks that give you a special opportunity for 
teaching not in the text book, but often far more valuable. 

But the worst intrusion is the remark, arismg from the 
mysterious ramifications of the child mind, which has nothing 
to do with the subject Suddenly, with no connection, David 
says, “We’re going to get our new car tomorrow.” The others 
chime in about their cars, and you have to wangle attention 
back onto the mam track again. Evidently you had been talking 

to a wandering mind. 

The solution? The same for all problems of human leader¬ 
ship: be your best self always—adaptable, ingenious, alert, 
patient. Part of your preparation may be to anticipate this. 
(“If they start to get away, I’ll switch to this story.”) But 
always, know your main goal, and stick to your main planned 
procedure. 
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Remember this. If children’s minds wander, it is largely the 
teacher’s fault Therefore, be alert, be prepared. The more 
material you have on tap, the more ammunition you have for 
die emergency Above all, keep your poise, your temper Other 
teachers are doing it, and so can you These annoyances are 
only part of the general problem of dealing with living people 


6 CHECKING FOR RESULTS 

Some teachers never seem to be interested in rounding out 
the yeai’s study. They have developed the attitude of the school 
being a Sunday-by-Sunday matter. As long as they are there, 
have a lesson, or provide a substitute, they have done their duty. 
Now, in late Spring, the school year is running out, and they 
are secretly a little relieved that it will “soon be over.” They 
have stuck to the end, to be sure, and are to be accounted 
faithful teachers. 

But what about the year’s work as a whole ? You were given 
the year’s topic. Life of Christ, the Commandments, Prayer 
Book, Virtues, House of God, or whatever You received your 
textbook and other aids “way back there in September.” Ever 
since, you have been trudging ahead, a lesson each Sunday. 
Now, it is about time each teacher began to do some checking 
up, both on himself and on his pupils The sincere teacher 
really wants to know if he has accomplished anything. All 
schools have some form of final examinations, toward which 
much of the teaching and drill is pointed 

If there is no final test required by the school, the thorough 
teacher may desire now, the remaining Sundays, to round out 
the work by some thoughtful reviewing and drill of his own. 
Just to ask questions about past lessons, skimming through the 
book casually, is only to create boredom and little result. 
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You would hate to think (even though nobody else dis¬ 
covered it) that you had wasted your own time and your 
pupils 5 for a whole year You will admit to yourself that they 
remember terribly little from week to week, and almost noth¬ 
ing from last fall Just how much they know or don’t would 
surprise you—it really would 1 In starting to test your pupils’ 
knowledge, first plan the areas you wish to explore. There will 
be three, and each will call for different ways of testing. 

( 1 ) General ideas , attitudes, and motives —-For this, you will 
think out carefully some questions, mostly in the form of 
imaginary problems in human conduct, hoping for response 
from individuals. Thus: “A boy runs noisily through the 
church. If you were there, what could you do about it ? ” “Is it 
possible to love the Germans“Why is teasing mean?” “If 
God made us, and everything we have, what should we do 
about it?” These questions should arise from topics earlier in 
the course and be aimed to start going the process of recollec¬ 
tion. This will go best as an informal discussion For older 
ages a short written examination on such points will require 
each pupil to make up his own mind and express himself m 
words. 

( 2 ) Facts —The student who says, “I never could remember 
dates,” is typical of the thousands who look upon schooling 
as the quantitative lodging of facts in human skulls, ready for 
instant use ever after This common resistance of some minds 
to definite learning of facts has to be gotten around—by steady 
drill and persistence, if necessary; by the contagion of en¬ 
thusiasm thrown around the theme in general, and much 
humanizing and vitalizing of the course, if possible. 

For every year’s course there are certain essential facts that 
can now, in the closing Sundays, be drilled. Here is a call for 
games and contests to make it fun. The real hazard is the 
teacher: he must see the importance, and work at it in his lesson 
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preparation. If his lessons have been well prepared through the 
rest of the year, this will now come easily. If not, he will have to 
wrestle with the front pages of his text, and spend some extra 
time on these Spring Saturdays, or else let the whole matter 
go by default Therefore, go through your book and list a score 
or more of facts that should be known names, definitions, 
terms, locations, numbers, dates, characteristics. Spend some 
time on this list each Sunday from now on 

(3) S\tlls —Can the children find places in Prayer Book, 
Bible, or whatever the theme? Do they say their morning 
piayers ? Make the sign of the cross ? Pray on entering church ? 
These may be matters of general discussion earlier, but now 
the teacher wants to know if every child has added these 
accomplishments, and may well have personal interviews, with 
an informal checklist to make sure Above all, does each child 
actually know all the prescribed memory work for the year? 

The closing Sundays in the Spring are your great oppor¬ 
tunity to make up for a weak year, or to round out brilliantly 
a good year. Partly, you are testing yourself as you test your 
children. But you are mostly clinching the nails you drove in 
other lessons. The total impression of the year, and how its 
work shall linger in the lives of your pupils, depends a lot 
on how you manage these closing sessions. 


7. WORKING FOR ATTENDANCE 

A visiting speaker at a parish supper complimented the local 
rector on the large turn-out. “You evidently have, S11, a most 
loyal and interested parish ” The rector smiled gracefully, for 
he knew his people did care, on the whole. But he realized 
that this large gathering was no accident, but the result of 
hours of telephoning and a skilfully built-up barrage of post- 
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cards, announcements, and newspaper items It had been hard 
work for several people 

Attendance must be worked for, and is worth working for. 
People will ultimately do what is expected of them, but in a 
world of many vivid appeals the Church must make its own 
call strong and clean There is general publicity, but we can 
never relax the need for personal reminders There comes to 
mind the teacher of a young men’s Bible class who wrote a 
personal note to every one of the members every week, until 
the class reached nearly 200. 

To secure regular attendance, the parish school in general 
can give certain helps. There are the varied attendance contests, 
which bring up group competition and make much of the fun 
of all being there The individual is reached with the appeal 
that he is important, if only to make up the total. There has 
been much discussion of attendance devices and some of the 
following are conclusions from experience. 

Systems which use pins and badges, on an increasing scale, 
are not only expensive, but commit the school to a year-after¬ 
year, unchanging method If they got the results desired, they 
might be justified, but they tend to stimulate 100% attendance, 
over a long period, for a relatively few pupils—and these 
usually the ones who would attend regularly without any 
scheme, anyway 

A contest is often called for when there has been a noted 
slump m attendance, or an increase in tardiness. Then a short 
term contest will often revive good habits, and its effects last 
long after. 

Such contests should be designed to bring out the special 
points that need strengthening in the school’s habits. Thus, if 
many teachers are irregular or often tardy, allow a heavy score 
for the teacher’s record His non-performance will bring down 
the class total, and the children will attend to the rest. Perhaps 
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you wish to stress better attendance at Church, or home-work 
done, or the like. Then allow more points for these. 

Class contests, apart from the rest of the school, are often 
helpful. The unit for these is the month, or perhaps the quar¬ 
ter. Supply houses provide pictures with 13 stickers for a 
quarter Better always, design your own scheme and chart, and 
let the children have a hand in making and developmg it. 

Tardiness is something that is like a slowly advancing disease, 
which paralyzes first individuals, then the whole group. It 
must be dealt with firmly and promptly. A good secretary does 
more than merely record and make curves of attendance. He 
will try to telephone the home of every missing child, before 
the school is over, or at least not later than Monday. Sickness 
is thus often discovered, and the clergy will know what to do. 
Realizing that the school is definite and expects good and 
prompt attendance, parents will co-operate. It is flattering to 
be missed. 

But the broader trudr must also be appreciated: attendance 
is the result of mterest engendered by a vital and stimulating 
school and teacher. Children just can’t stay away from some- 
thmg that is always delightful. 

The best device I ever knew to break up chronic tardiness 
was invented by the teacher who had a fascinating serial story 
for the opening moments of every period. She started exactly 
on time, and if any child arrived late she stopped abruptly for 
that day. The class, thus cheated in mid-story, saw to it that 
the late one was on time next week 

In all this, no matter what the school does, the teacher is 
still the determining factor: winning individual loyalties, 
watching every detail, breaking up trends toward carelessness, 
talking to parents, using cards, notes, charts, contests All these 
are in his bag of tricks if necessary. 

A woman had the wrong attitude who told her priest, when 
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accepting her position as teacher, “Ill be there every Sunday, 
but don’t expect me to get them out I’ll teach them, but I 
won’t chase after them.” 

To her the rector wisely replied, “But that’s your first prob¬ 
lem. Attendance is the mar\ given your teaching—100% 
present regularly means you are an A teacher; an average of 
75 % present grades you as about a C. If you can’t win them 
and keep them coming, by some means, you are not a success.” 

Faithful performance is a habit that grows on people with 
steady practice. It becomes part of their characters. But the 
institution calls it forth by its own definite character A school 
that always starts several minutes late, that never looks up 
missing children, inevitably gets a ragged response. Expect 
regular and punctual attendance, note every failure, and you 
will get results. And m this all, every single devoted and loyal 
teacher is an unfailing example and a center of constructive 
enthusiasm. 


8. STIMULATING ORIGINAL WORK 

On a screen near the door of the church was a display of 
children’s work, and several parents stopped and examined it 
with mterest. The poster over it read, “Original Work by 
Sixth Grade Pupils in a Unit on Our Bible.” There was a wide 
diversity. There were posters, scrolls like ancient Bibles, poems, 
illuminated manuscripts, book binding, prayers, and scrap 
books. Much of this, no doubt, had been stimulated by the 
skilful teachers of this group, but the display also revealed the 
undeveloped abilities of average children 
There is a persistent impression held by many parents and 
some teachers that original work is very rare and comes only 
from the child who is superior or a genius. Such work, they 
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say, comes from some hidden urge which they do not under¬ 
stand, and surely cannot start. It’s just there —“Helen is always 
doing those things”—and there’s nothing we can do Such 
special performances are acclaimed and exhibited widi amaze¬ 
ment if not reverence, and are generally held to be so excep¬ 
tional as to prove the rule. It is simply assumed that most pupils 
only follow the lesson exactly, do what is expected of them, 
and nothing more. The one who has done something original 
is looked upon with interest, but no hope is entertained that 
more pupils may be led to do creative work. 

Teachers need a better point of view on this, and to have 
higher hopes of response. Indeed, it should be appreciated that 
if you get any response to your teaching, it will be original 
That is to say, unless you actually dictate the sentences to be 
written, each pupil will do his part in his own way This does 
not mean always brilliant results or showy, but original—the 
child’s own expression, his personal and peculiar response to 
the lesson. Since most of our Church School teaching is tragi¬ 
cally limited to talk by the teacher, with more talk expected in 
reply from the children, we do not often detect originality. 
Yet almost every week teachers report some unexpected re¬ 
action, searching question, or quotable remark 

Here is our teaching challenge: Everyone needs the develop¬ 
ing experience of creative work. Once, after putting a penny 
into a “Your-weight-and-your-fate” machine, I received a card 
which said, “165 lbs. There is something within you which is 
yearning for expression. To bring it to light will be the 
supreme joy of your life” My weight was wrong, but the 
fortune was absolutely correct, not only for me, but for anyone 
who might have drawn that card. The mere stating of it made 
me resolve to get out my paint box, or write a poem—or some¬ 
thing! 

Some people early become expressive, are self-starters, and all 
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their lives they become noted for the things they do and say. 
But thousands of others could have this experience, and 
their lives would be vastly enhanced and made happier if, 
somehow, they might be launched into some original work. 
We owe it to our children to try to help them find these hidden 
springs, to have, early in life, the exhilarating experience of 
creative achievement—to have felt, or said, “I did it myself!” 
And thereafter to feel confidently, “I can do things, again and 
again.” Teachers, ordinary teachers, can bring out such mo¬ 
ments far more often than they realize. And merely to have 
seen such a response come, as a result of one’s teaching, is a 
thri llin g thin g. The teacher can say, “I did it!” And there comes 
a sense of power—“I can do it again ” 

A writer has suggested that there are at least four basic 
experiences which every person should have in order to have 
lived a full rounded life. These are, plant a tree, write a book, 
have a son, and build a house. If applied broadly and expanded 
into their widest meaning, these four might readily be proposed 
as the perfect quadrilateral of ideal experiences. To plant a tree 
would include any labor with nature whereby one secured 
returns in directed growth and harvest. The book could be any 
personal artistic expression, in writmg, music, or the plastic 
arts. Instead of a son, some will have to find the experience 
of parenthood through teaching other folks’ children, as a 
functioning god-parent, or as an uncle or other discerning 
relative. To build a house means just that, plus the deeper 
meanings of founding a home, and building it into a perfect 
filing, a corporate work of material and human engineering. 

All four will be seen to arise from primitive impulses and 
to yield life’s deepest satisfactions. It is good for a man to have 
done all these, nay it is necessary. You have missed part of 
your life if you crawl into your grave without having done the 

equivalent of these four. 
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But there is a fifth, which runs all through the others, and 
demands its expression at every turn We must find God . To 
lead our boys and girls to seek and to find Him, each for him¬ 
self, is the inner work of the Church teacher Sometimes we 
can work, for a brief while, directly at the religious experience. 
More often we can only stimulate it through the other channels 
of life. But personal response we must work for. 

Teachers can get ongmal work more often than they do if 
they will come to expect it, and make room for it Suggestion 
and encouragement create an atmosphere in which timid 
souls reach out experimentally To suggest what others have 
done, to show examples, and to provide oppoitunity and time 
for individual work are essential requirements. In the rushed 
conditions of our usual Sunday morning tins is difficult, There¬ 
fore we may have to have extra meetings of the class for activity. 
Original writing is not often done amidst the confusion of die 
class period, but suggestions made diere will often mduce 
work to be done at home. Certainly every child should not be 
expected to do exactly the same task, make the same article 
by the same pattern. 

You will feel some day amply repaid for your work when 
a child hands you his own prayer or poem or article made. 
Indirectly that will be your creation, the result of your sensitive 
manipulation of die raw materials of child life. And it will 
give a joy, let me assure you, akin to the joy of God the 
Creator 

For if we may read the first page of the Bible with insight, 
we may see God, at the end of each day’s mighty work, step¬ 
ping back from His canvas and saying, “Not bad 1 . . That’s 

goodr If the great Artist can so rejoice, so does every human 
creature, made in that same divine image, take pleasure in the 
work of his own hands To give ok. children—all of diem— 
this exhilarating experience, is the happy work of the teacher. 
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9. THE CHRISTIAN VOCABULARY 

The story of the child who complained that she could not 
see the “horse on the line” when the teacher had been explain¬ 
ing a horizontal line is doubtless no invention. So, too, must 
be the one of the child who said that the equator was “a 
menagery lion running around the earth.” The child’s meager 
experience makes it inevitable that he should miss the meaning 
of many new words, unless they are carefully presented to him 
at first. 

The Church is not perverse nor antiquated in having a 
special vocabulary, because the ideas and experiences with 
which she deals are in a different order from those of the 
secular world. It is true that die early Church literally had no 
specialized vocabulary, but used the nearest word in the cur¬ 
rent language. Thus, elder, overseer, diocese, deacon, and others 
were understood in the meanmg of their day. But many such 
words soon took on a specialized and limited meaning as 
certain Christian ideas were appreciated and had to be labelled 
and more closely defined in Church life. 

One of the worst forms of “verbalizing” so much attacked 
today, is the inclination of some teachers to drill on the defini¬ 
tions of certain key words, believing thereby to equip the pupil 
with an experience of the ideas they stand for. Thus, the 
Catechism demands diat we shall explain what we “mean by 
this word sacrament.” And puts into our mouths a ponderous 
definition containmg at least six words unknown or seldom 
used by twelve-year-olds. 

The proper order is clearly to start with the idea, in simple 
language, and by illustrations easily grasped. Then the word 
is given, and used in conversation and sentence-making as the 
correct and convenient handle for the idea. Thus, the imagina¬ 
tive teacher tells of services in which God does special things 
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for us. Several of these are demonstrated, visited, and m several 
ways experienced. Then the teacher speaks of one of these as 
being a sacrament The children are asked to use the new 
word m sentences Then, having acquaintance with the word, 
it is enriched by other associations which are gradually added 
by the teacher—“outwardly and visibly, 55 “by Christ, 55 “a means 
of grace,” “a promise 53 (pledge). 

Consider the fearfully technical words which we hope our 
people will some day understand and use accurately: Regener¬ 
ation, sanctification, salvation, justification, contrition, satisfac¬ 
tion. Or even the apparently simpler words grace, intercession, 
hallow, trespasses. If we would not worry about giving our 
scholars these words, but would contrive to lead them to the 
experiences for which each stands, we might then, at an 
appropriate moment, provide the word. 

Children do not understand many things the teacher says 
because of several factors, all of which the alert teacher can 
avoid with thoughtful planning. First, a new word, when it is 
introduced, should be spoken very clearly and distinctly, and in 
a context which gives it meaning. Thus. “Baptism is the first 
sacrament we do. 55 (Note the simple verb.) 

Second, without pausing to lodge the new word, or expound 
its inner meaning, pass on to teaching the meaning of Baptism, 
and then, when the word sacrament comes up again, take time 
to enlarge on its meaning and use. 

Finally, be sure to come back to the new word, and allow 
its use by the pupils, in their own expressions (not set in a long, 
required formula) in several subsequent lessons and thiough 
the year. We must remember that new ideas etch themselves 
into our minds slowly That takes time. But they also have to 
become ours by our own recall and use, until they become our 
own working tools. Children love word drills, if conducted 
with skill. “Who will make a sentence using the word grace 
The primary years—the early grades—are especially the time 
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for the rapid growth of vocabulary, because experiences are 
being had which are novel, and which the child is eager to 
appreciate. His natural curiosity leads him to appropriate new 
words, not to show off, but as part of his reaching out for life. 
The teacher should not avoid words with which the child is 
unfamiliar, but should take care that the words are presented 
without misunderstanding, and are used frequently and 
accurately. The length of the word is no difficulty, if thus 
presented intelligently. But it must be a word for an idea 
already partially known. 

We must be everlastingly alert to the real vocabularies of our 
pupils Studies of public school word-lists for each grade will 
help For the Church, there is a grave need for some official 
word lists—the words which should be known and used at 
each age level. Thus, when should we introduce the words 
angel, inspiration, temptation, responsibility, sm, everlasting, 
creation, catholic, histone, conversion , and the many other 
words used in religion ? 

A word-book is a splendid activity for a class whose teacher 
is alert about teaching the right use of new words Early in the 
term a large blank notebook is secured and labelled and is to 
be kept in view at all times. When a new word is spoken by 
anyone, teacher or pupil, anybody may raise his hand and ask 
that the word be placed in the word-book. The word is placed 
at the top of a fresh page, often without further comment at 
the time. Before or after class any child may write m the book 
below each word a sentence using the word. Some will bring 
pictures to paste under words such as, altar , chalice , surplice , 
etc. Others may wish to make a sketch on the page illustrating 
the words such as genuflect , crucifix , procession , lectern , The 
book grows m interest through the year, and the new words 
become familiar friends of all. 

To be certain you are not using words beyond the under- 
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standing of your children, the next time you have prepared 
your lesson, run through your notes and see if you can detect 
any words you are to use which are doubtful for that age. You 
may need some advice, perhaps from a critic invited to hear 
your teaching. But in any case be alert about your language 
It is possible that your words are not touching the minds of 
your pupils. And if your minds do not meet, there is not apt 
to be much teachmg 


10. INTEREST OR ATTENTION? 

A returned soldier, now teaching a class of fourth-grade 
boys, reported the following experiment. He said, “After a 
few Sundays I was desperate Finally I gave up trying to teach 
the lesson and asked, ‘Well, what are you interested in, any¬ 
way?’ 

“I discovered that most of them were in a kind of neighbor¬ 
hood gang that played afternoons m a wooded tract and were 
constandy engaged in a variety of war games They had started 
it during the war when diey were much smaller, and it had 
remained a pastime. 

“ ‘Next Sunday,’ I told them, ‘if you will sit very still while 
I teach you the lesson, I will stop ten minutes early to tell you 
the best war story I know.’ 

“I wish you could have seen the class next Sunday* Not a 
sound from them as I told of die attack on a German position 
and of the advance of our unit. This has worked so well that 
I do it every Sunday now Finding intimate war stories is often 
hard, although I manage to mvent or recall enough. But it is 
not nearly so hard as keepmg the class from disturbmg others.” 

Would other teachers care to comment on the following 
points? Did this teacher have an ideal class—“not a sound 
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from them?” Was this good teaching—a lesson to silent pupils? 
How long would you expect this scheme to work ? What else 
could the teacher have done? 

Far from being a single case, the above device is adopted in 
desperation far more frequently than you would suppose. The 
common form is for the teacher to promise to read from some 
inteiesting book, “if you are good and get through our lesson 
first.” The book may be anything—from tales of Robin Hood 
to selections from the Boo\ of Knowledge. Now and then a 
teacher, with an eye for the classics, will try Pilgrim's Progress , 
but I have never known one to finish it. 

The motive of such teachers is not wrong. They are resolved 
to save the precious period, pitifully short, from being wasted 
entirely by youthful vitality. The fact that they admit they 
must “interest” their pupils shows that they have, instinctively, 
the rudiments of good teaching approach. If the lesson does 
not hold the attention, then something is wrong. So these 
teachers use the only way they know—anything to keep them 
quiet. 

Interest is an elusive thing. All persons are interested largely 
in that with which they have become familiar, by repeated 
contacts But catching and holdmg the attention of anyone is 
a special art, often learned only the hard way. Interest is deep 
and belongs to the depths of character and the long years of 
cumulative experience. But attention is of the moment, yet 
calculated to touch the permanent interests, divert them to 
new channels. Thus, many a teacher may be able to command 
the attention of his class, but only repeated comradeship, and 
the long months of fellow-studying produce a deep interest. 

Catching the attention usually calls for the use of the strik¬ 
ing and the novel, since it must cut across the channels of 
established interests. Here are some of the devices for winning 
attention: 
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Dramatize yourself —tell personal experiences; adopt dif¬ 
ferent roles, (impressive, vivacious, serious, sorry, etc.), use 
gestures, poses These may be overdone, but there is not much 
danger, because we are usually far too restrained and speak 
and move in the same unchanging manner. 

Use some striking new touch —change of voice, pace, silence; 
introduce a new object (book, article, cartoon); have pupils 
stand to recite. Direct their gaze to different things—the black¬ 
board, open book, study passages, your gestures, finger-drills, 
etc. Let them talk about their experiences. This does not mean 
allowing them, or any one child, to dominate the period, but 
to bring some of their outside affairs into the class talk 
Study their reactions to your teaching If they keep coming 
back for more, if they discuss the things you wish, accomplish 
the tasks you propose, then you have not only caught, in the 
hard-fought moments of teaching, their week-by-week atten¬ 
tion, but you have won through to their interest You will 
receive your reward when some day you hear a parent say, 
“John just can’t miss your class. He says you are so interesting ” 
How to capture the continuing interest of boys is funda¬ 
mentally not a bit different from how to interest girls They 
are simply people, whose interests lie in the full tide of their 
daily lives, with which the good teacher is familiar and in 
sympathy. The same age-groups have about the same reactions 
in all parts of the world. Their attention is caught—or better, 
won, employed, directed —by the teacher who has learned how 
to stage-manage the class period. Such teachers come to realize 
that each session is a calculated dramatic performance which 
cannot depend solely on the inspiration of the moment any 
more than can a play on the stage. Back of it is much patient 
rehearsal 
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11. PROBLEM TEACHERS 

A pupil gets to be known as a “problem child” when he 
does not lespond to ordinary handling. Under average con¬ 
ditions, most children do about what is expected of them, and, 
with variations, literally “do their duty in that state of life 
unto which it has pleased God to call them.” They grow and 
flourish under conditions often not ideal and come through 
their schooling with credit to themselves. 

Yet we all remember certam few children who, at some 
stage, stood out from the crowd and were a special problem— 

not bad enough to be dismised, but erratic enough to give their 
superiors anxiety. They are the ones who spoil the fun of 
teaching, give teachers their moods of despair, annoyance, and 
exasperation. Such children have driven teachers to desperation, 
even to the diought of resigning Sometimes they have required 
such a vast amount of time, patience, and special attention that 
the teacher has been tempted to declare, “It isn’t fair—to me 
or to the class 1 ” or even “I’m through.” 

But. . . in a flash of imagination, place yourself in the shoes 
of the rector or the superintendent of your school. (This is 
known as applying the Golden Rule ) Now look over the list 
of teachers in your parish school. Most of them are reliable, 
faithful, and successful—in a word, normal. Some few even 
are super-normal, the truly wonderful teachers, whom to know 
is to have a special door into the Christian religion There 
remain the few who, by theii irregular performance, must be 
classed as problem teachers—not bad enough to be dismissed, 
but erratic enough to give their superiors anxiety. 

In short, there are always some teachers who are a problem to 
the parish audiorities. They fall into a few types, very similar 
to the types of problem children: 
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(1) The spoiled teacher —He has liad everything done for 
him, resents the slightest mconvenience, finds it difficult to 
teach unless every condition is exactly right. He blows up if 
the class next to his is noisy, if his material is not ready, if 
pupils get out of hand. 

(2) The lazy teacher —He considers teaching easy, so never 
gets up his lesson He reads from the book in class, never 
accomplishes die memory work, never asks for outside work. 
His box is never tidy, Ins table left in confusion at the close of 
the class. 

(3) The sensitive teacher —He resents the slightest criticism, 
even when well merited, and wants praise for his most ordinary 
efforts, wants to be appreciated, he often hints broadly, for 
his sacrifices. 

(4) The old-fasluoned teacher —This one is still trying to 
employ the methods he recalls from his childhood parish. He 
may do one or two dungs well, but his mind is set against 
die modern ways of projects, discussions, self-expression, and 
pupil activity. He refuses to try out new materials 

(5) The discouraged teacher —He believes it can’t be done: 
the children just don’t respond. Parents don’t care, he says, and 
the times are all against us. He has ceased to try very hard any 
more. Often absent or tardy. 

(6) The talkative teacher —At first you like his glib en¬ 
thusiasm, but soon notice that the children are getting restless 
and bored. The notebooks are found to have the same wording, 
because the sentences have been dictated. A written test reveals 
that the pupils have absorbed little. 

(7) The Low Church (or High ) teacher —He is bent on 
putting over his predilections in opposition to the established 
norm of the parish Perhaps a splendid teacher, otherwise, but 
you can never be sure when he may undermine the rector’s 
teaching by a dogmatic assertion of his own. 
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As with problem childien, something can always be done 
about each one The head of the school (like the teacher of the 
class) must work out a solution for each case. People can 
change, although sometimes it seems as though we are not the 
ones to accomplish it, and life is too short. All the above 
problem teachers can be transformed by skilful attention. 
(Possibly the last case is most fraught with difficulty, because 
the whole subject is tinged with emotion, and die rector can¬ 
not himself act dispassionately and objectively. If incurable, 
the teacher may have to be removed before he abuses his posi¬ 
tion of authority as a teacher.) 

How? Look back over die list: The spoiled teacher needs to 
be given responsibility, the deepening experience of sharing 
in the school’s planning and problems. The lazy teacher can 
be tactfully guided to greater zeal, mspired to better motives, 
sterner efforts, helped to experience the joy of success The 
sensitive teacher deserves more recognition and will thrive on 
it. All of them will respond to personal conferences each 
month, to regular interest in their work, to constructive 
criticism, mstead of being left so completely alone. Everyone 
who has a preconceived notion about his work can be reached, 
and his methods modified by tactful approach, by being given 
the right books. They all need encouragement, better mate¬ 
rials, wise guidance, prompt help when they are m a jam, and 

frequent contact with an experienced and enthusiastic parish 
leader. 

Maybe you are a problem teacher, and have recognized 

yourself in this list. And if alert, you will know part of the 
solution. 



VI. CERTAIN TEACHING SKILLS 


1. THE ART OF QUESTIONING 

When a teacher complains, “My pupils don’t seem to be very 
responsive,” it may well be a sign that he has never caught 
on to the use of provocative questioning Such a teacher may 
have slipped into the habit of telling—that is, lecturing It is 
a habit that may be overcome by deliberately trying to provoke 
some response, not only from the few bright ones, but from all. 

The classic form is the rhetorical question used in all oratory 
or speech addressed to a group. “Do you wish to be slaves 
forever?” “I ask you, recall your own youth, and tell me, can 
you blame this boy?” “Are you willing to give less to your 
Church than you spend for cigarettes ?” The answers to all of 
these are obvious. They are all calculated to stimulate some 
response, either by spoken words, or of an inward forming of 
the reply, “NoI” 

Teachers should practice the use of questions. One good way 
is to fix in your mind some stock forms for phrasing a question 
which may easily be used again and again. Here are a few to 
have up your sleeve: 

“What was the name of the man-?” ( Factual) 

“If you were (Zachaeus) how would you have felt when 
Jesus spoke to you?” ( Imaginative interpretation .) 

“This next question is for Helen, but if she cannot answer 
it, I want hands.” (To draw out the shy, yet hold the attention 

of the group.) 

“Where could we find out ... ?” ( Research stimulated; 

resources from beyond the class.) 
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Many lessons have set questions printed at the end. Some 
teachers think these are to be read aloud, and a complete and 
satisfactory answer found for each* They had better be con¬ 
sidered merely as attempts of the editor to assist the teacher in 
covering the main points But the teacher may better prepare 
her own questions in advance, in writing, to make the discus¬ 
sion move better. These will seldom be read out just as they 
were written, but will be modified as the talk takes shape. 

A very important part of lesson preparation should be this 
thinking out of possible questions While experienced teachers 
do this easily, and skill comes from experience, some people are 
so temperamentally alert to the responsiveness of others that 
their whole conversation bristles with questions, or provocative 
expressions. That is why some classes are always happily “talk¬ 
ing back,” while others seem chronically sluggish It is in the 
subtle difference between sentences that are barbed, stimulating, 
and that get under the skin, and diat flow of words which 
reaches the ears but never penetrates the mind. 

Here are a few suggestions: 

Raise a problem : “How would we build a house if we lived 
in the Holy Land?” Don’t tell them Let their suggestions arise. 
Don’t be in a hurry; this takes some time. 

Wait for an answer . Some teachers never even expect an 
answer, and so kill the good of their questioning. Pause after 
the question. If there is a long silence, you had better rephrase 
it, or pass to something else. 

Meet their minds: The question must be within the knowl¬ 
edge of your children, and in their own vocabulary, and be 
within their kind of experience. “How many of you have ever 
seen a live donkey 

Don't encourage guessing: The teacher who promptly sup¬ 
plies the correct answer, particularly in factual review, is really 
stifling the interest. But if you keep demanding an answer 
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when obviously no one knows it, you only start them guessing, 
which wastes time. 

Use the blackboard Often a single question may be written 
before the class assembles. Thus: “When did the Apostles dis¬ 
cover that our Lord was the Son of God?” Teacher calls atten¬ 
tion to the question at the start of class, remarking, “We may 
be able to answer that when we have studied the lesson for 
today.” (Peter’s confession at Caesarea Philippi.) The words on 
the board look down on the class during the development of 
die story, and finally serve as the summary of die day’s thought. 

Ash f 0> opinions. Questions may be worded to draw out per¬ 
sonal reaction This form may often be requested in writing, 
and the various compositions of the class read for discussion. 

Let the teacher who senses a lack of response from his class 
try to prepare several carefully worded questions to fit his next 
week’s lesson. Plan to use them through the lesson, not just at 
the end. It may change one’s whole method and success in 

teaching. 


2 THE ART OF DRILL 

To drill means to do something over and over until it is 
known perfecdy, and can be done agam, when called for. For 
certain permanent knowledge there is no substitute for drill. 
We must train our children in certain fundamental skills, 
movements, attitudes, responses, and definitions if they are to 
be effective Churchmen, useful soldiers of Christ, when the 
need comes. The great difficulty m most Church Schools is 
that there is so little time, with the result that there is a new 
lesson each week, which is seldom referred to again. Thmgs 
come to the front of the child’s consciousness for a day, are not 
recalled or used, and so are completely forgotten. 
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There is an immediate advantage in drill in teaching obedi¬ 
ence, attention, and specific information. But we must also keep 
in our minds that the thmgs we teach oui children now are 
their spiritual equipment for life If they don’t learn certain 
thmgs, now, so thoroughly that those dungs are a part of them, 
it is very likely they never will. There is altogether too much 
vague, inaccurate, and half-remembered knowledge among 
adults. 

Methods of drill in the classroom differ, but they all work to 
the one end: that every pupil shall know, for life-long use, the 
essentials of the material being studied. He must be able to give 
it bac\, in class, and many years later. In spite of discoveries 
that we can memorize late m life, the truth remains that we 
seldom do 

“I am grateful to my old teacher,” remarked a woman, “that 
she made me learn the 23rd Psalm and the 91st. They have been 
reservoirs of strength when I needed something definite to say 
in my devotions ” 

It is possible to make the repetition of drill a pleasure by 
ingenious games. This is easier to do than you would suppose, 
but it does take some advance thought and preparation. The 
main principle is to use the group for some form of mild com¬ 
petition. Although learning is always a personal matter, yet in 
class it is done in companionship with others and with the 
stimulus of display and approval by your group The familiar 
Step Catechism, by which a page at a time is learned and signed 
by the leader, is of this type. The following are some kinds and 
methods of drill that have proved effective. For memorizing 
long sections, a variety of these methods will make the drill 
more pleasant: 

(1) Silent study —having found the item in the book, the 
class memorizes it until the teacher calls them to attention 
again, asking individuals to recite. In Church School, with our 
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precious forty minutes or less, this may be from five to eight 

minutes. 

(2) Class recites in concert —This was the general method in 
all ancient schools, and still has much value It is the way most 
Churchmen, over the years, learn hymns, psalms, and the 
words of the Prayer Book. 

(3) Blackboard —Use a blackboard or memory chart for all 
to read, either silently or in concert. (A set of such cards, to 
hang on the wall, containing the prescribed memory work for 
a given course, may be the next adjunct for an alert publisher 
to produce.) 

(4) Home study —The passage is given out to be learned at 
home This saves much class time, and has the advantage of 
requiring the parents to be a party with the school. After home 
study, however, it is requisite that time for recitation be given 
and every individual checked up. Otherwise such home assign¬ 
ments soon fall off, since there is no recognition after the work 
has been done. It means that the teacher will have to be at 
church some time before the opening, to hear individual reports 
and recitation, and often lmger after for the same purpose. 

It is the responsibility of every teacher to keep a record of 
the exact learning achievements of each pupil, or results will 
dimmish. Without such a checkup, the marks or rewards that 
go with it will have small effect For example, every Scout¬ 
master has his little book in which he checks the progress of 
every boy: pledge, scout law, flag, etc No Scout passes to the 
next step until he has done completely each requirement. 

Some Useful Drills 

On finding places in the Bible (about fourth grade and 
after). Make it a contest, boys vs. girls. Or put the list on the 
board, requiring each child to find the verse in his Bible, writ- 
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ing down the first two words of the text to prove he was correct. 

On the use of a concordance . For this, Bibles with concord¬ 
ance or topical index must be used, or enough separate con¬ 
cordances supplied for the whole class. Problems are given, and 
the book, chapter, and verse are to be located. Thus: Find the 
verse about the burning bush; the story about Jairus’ daughter; 
“my grace is sufficient”, St. Paul’s address on Mar’s Hill, the 
raising of Lazarus, etc. 

On finding “propers " (Collect, Epistle, and Gospel) for die 
day, in Prayer Book Should be done frequently, without any 
help, and with perfect accuracy. 

On die use of tables in front of Prayer Book: The date of 
Easter for any given year, and the major feasts for any year. 
How to use the monthly calendars as perpetual calendars, locat¬ 
ing the Sunday letter for any given year. This is loads of fun, 
once the teacher has learned how himself. For instance, by this 
you can find out the day of the week on which you were born. 

On finding the special psalms for a Sunday, or a special day. 

On finding the Bible lessons for any day, morning or evening. 
Thus, write on board, “Find 2nd lesson in Morning Prayer for 
the Tuesday after the Fifteenth Sunday after Trinity.” 

On the order of events or topics in various categories. For 
this sets of cards or slips are made, to be shuffled and then 
arranged in the correct sequence. This applies to such as the 

The order of places m the Prayer Book Set of cards with 
titles of the different sections—Calendar, Morning Prayer, etc. 
The order of the clauses in the creed. 

The order of the events in the Life of Christ. 

The order of principal events in Church history. 

The advantage of all the abo T e is not only in the learning 
which is accomplished by repetition under pleasant motivation, 
but in the ease with which such drills can be introduced into 
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the lesson period Whenever things seem to be gomg badly, 
or die material has played out too soon, the teacher who has 
some of these drills prepared can always turn to them in an 
instant and save the session. 

There are a number of useful card games to be had from 
publishers, but they are of unequal value. It is far better to 
make your own card games For example, you decide to make 
a drill set on symbolism. You secure about twenty 4" x 6 " 
cards, plain white. Some catalogs of Church furnishings houses 
are brought to class, and pictures of a stole, chalice, lectern, etc., 
cut out and pasted on one side of each card On die back is 
printed by hand the name and use of the article. In use, one 
pupil holds the card toward another, showing the picture. 
“What is this?” he asks, and the other must reply with the 
name and its use. Similar sets can be readily made for living 
missionary bishops, for sets of pictures on the Life of Christ, 
or for key dates in Church history. Another way to use these 
is to have the cards bear a number, tack them around the room, 
and have class go about, identifying each on tally sheet. This 
is always a pleasant change. Such sets can be loaned to other 

classes, may be used over and over. 

In all drill, the teacher is the real problem. Teachers who 
are patient and thorough, and who appreciate the great impor¬ 
tance of drill, will plan and put some of it into every lesson. 
Those who are casual, who have no long plan or hopes for their 
pupils, will probably go on talk-talking to restive pupils, who 
will have little to show in after life for their year spent in that 
class. 
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3. HOW TO LEAD A DISCUSSION PERIOD 

When several people talk together for awhile, something 
happens. Not only does each person express himself (which 
gives him a certain pleasure and satisfaction), but he con¬ 
tributes something of value—his opinion, and possibly some 
information. When all have spoken, there comes a stage of 
assimilation. Everyone gets something from the contributions 
of the others, either to modify or strengthen his own position, 
Even the most opinionated is swayed, a little. The shy one 
finds his theory, his scrap of information, an acceptable con¬ 
tribution to the meeting 

But that is not all. Something new is created in a discussion 
time, even when not planned or anticipated, which could never 
otherwise have come into bemg. The result is not simply the 
total of all information and ideas; it is a new thing, the devel¬ 
oping, common mind of a group of persons acting upon each 
other. This is the great value of discussion, whether in classes, 
or committees, or congresses. It creates something. It really 
accomplishes something, and often starts plans and develop¬ 
ments not expected. 

There are dangers. A discussion, even though you “stick to 
your subject,” may degenerate into a mere expression of preju¬ 
dices, or a mouthing of the current shallow “public opinion.” 
To go around the circle askmg, “And what do you think about 
this?” may prove to be only the pumping of many empty wells. 
Very much depends on the skill and preparation and purpose 
of the leader. 

To watch a skilled discussion leader drawing out everyone, 
developing a theme, injecting new material, then leading the 
talk into a profitable conclusion, may look very simple. But 
be not misled. This is one of the highest of the arts of teaching,

and, along with, story-telling and drill, an essential skill for 
teachers of any age pupils. You can (and should) employ it 
from the kindergarten circle through the graduate seminar. 
Digest these rules and techniques, practice them for a while, 
and you will begin to enjoy exhilarating results. 

(1) Establish personal contact quickly. Put your class or 
group at ease. This applies especially to older groups, when the 
leader may be slightly self-conscious. Never speak about your¬ 
self, and never apologize for having accepted the place as 
leader; dive right m and be the leader. Make your first words 
attractive, vivacious, confident. Plan your opening well. The 
more selfless you are, the quicker will die meeting develop a 

self of its own. 

The poor leader does it this way: “Now, I hope you’ll all 
feel free to ask questions . . . I’m new at this, you know . . . 
I’m just the leader. I hope you’ll all talk right up . . .” Then 
he talks vaguely for another ten minutes, and still no one says 
a word. He is getting rattled. It’s terrible. What shall he do ? 

(2) It is best here to state the main topic of the meeting or 
class-period briefly. “Today we are going to talk about family 
budgeting. You will all have something to contribute, I’m sure. 
And we have an expert present who can give us some informa¬ 
tion about trends in prices. At the end of the discussion, per¬ 
haps we may reach some interestmg conclusions ” That’s about 
enough. Perhaps a few more sentences, just to make sure the 
stage is set and there is no misunderstanding. But by all means 
avoid a long preliminary statement. 

(3) Now, to start talk from the floor, pose a simple question, 
and ask for a solution or opinion This has to be very carefully 
thought out. It should not call for a mere yes-or-no answer. 
State the question clearly, and then pause. In the pause, let 
your eye run along the faces in the front rows. (If you keep on 
talkmg, you only kill the chance for a response ) If no one 
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speaks up voluntarily, which is most likely, point suddenly to 
some likely looking person in front and say, “You ” The person 
is bound to give some reply, and your discussion is under way. 
This first question should not be the mam theme, just a sub¬ 
sidiary one, probably very obvious. Don’t linger long over it. 
It is intended only to point their minds, and get started. 

A variation of this is to walk at once to the blackboard and 
write something provocative, such as, “Qualities Required in a 
Successful Missionary.” Turn, face group, chalk poised. Look 
m every eye—pause. Call on an individual, or give chalk to 
some one. Don’t prolong this, but use as a starter for response. 

(4) Work to get several more individuals talking, as soon 
as possible. One over-talkative person may have to be put down 
politely, to get the more timid ones into it. Keep asking leading 
questions, or changing tire wording. Even some disagreement 
at this stage is a lucky break, because it develops the topic 

(5) You must now get beyond mere opinions and introduce 
some concrete information, some facts to chew on Therefore, 
read a short statement, or call for a few pre-arranged reports. 
“I have asked Lucia to summarize a clipping on die work of 
Quakers during the war.” Or, “Harry is going to tell us how 
many churches and communicants we have in Puerto Rico ” 

(6) Have an agenda, memorized or on a card But don’t 
reveal it too rapidly. You might have a rough timing noted, to 
guide you. The meeting must seem to take its own lead, to be 
spontaneous and original. 

(7) Let the meeting pursue any side issues that arise, but, 
as the leader, keep calling them back to your main objective. 

(8) Have plenty of reserve ammunition—stones, anecdotes, 
cases, quotations, statistics. Don’t use these unless necessary. 
Matter contributed from the group is often much more vital. 

(9) At an early stage, appoint a secretary to note down any 
point you wish to call up later. This is often better than the 
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blackboard. Note any outcomes that begin to arise, referring 
them to the secretary as “things we might decide to do about 
this.” This is the “project” mediod The secretary’s notes are 
reviewed near the end, and if one or two plans are approved, 
a person or committee may be asked to carry them further. 

(10) All through the discussion, you must never antagonize, 
never argue You must be an impartial leader, not a private 
individual putting over your own notions Your sole purpose 
is to lead persons to vibrate to a theme. Sometimes the violent 
disagreement of one person will clinch most effectively the 
right view of all the rest You may win your one maverick 
later, or in private After all, truth is not a voting matter, but 
one of discovery, realization, and assimilation. 

(11) As you see that your time is running out, summarize 
briefly, and try to get something started, some individuals to 
promise to do something before next time. 

(12) Stop the meeting while it is still interesting A few may 
remain to talk further, but the formal meeting should be dis¬ 
missed You want the group to have a pleasant impression, and 
to come back for more, don’t you : 

Make these twelve rules your own. Practice them intelligently 
and often, and you will find that your classes and meetings 
always are vital. You may become known as the great leader. 


4. GAMES IN CLASS 

Decent novelty will save any class from settling down into a 
boresome monotony. If you will always remember the point 
of view of the children, you will frequently plan for differing 
kinds of activity in class Some teachers temperamentally are 
ingenious, sense the dramatic, and know when to switch to 
something that is more fun. 
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Here are five games and drills which may be used in class 
at almost any time, provided they are well thought-out, 
launched with the right preliminaries. 

(1) Places in Prayer Bool ^—The class or department is lined 
up as in the old-fashioned spell-down. Pupils who miss go to 
the bottom. In the closing round those who miss drop out, and 
the survivor is the winner. Leader has prepared a long list of 
questions such as: How many lessons in Morning Prayer? 
From what part of the Bible is the First Lesson taken ? In what 
service do we hear the Comfortable Words ? What comes after 
Baptism?—after Evening Prayer?—after the Creed in Holy 
Communion ? Where do you find Family Prayer ? 

Variation • With Prayer Books in hand, allowing 20 seconds 
to find the answer: What is the Epistle for Septuagesima ? On 

what page is the table for Easter? etc. 

(2) To Stimulate Original Expression —A teacher of young 
people found this worked well: First, slips were given out on 
which were typed significant statements of Jesus 5 teachings. 
These were numbered, and, after some opening remarks by 
die leader, each was called upon to comment on his slip. Would 
it work today ? Do many people really believe this ? 

Then a second set of slips was given out, arranged as follows: 
The leader held complete set of questions. Two duplicate sheets 
had been cut up and handed among the class, one of each 
marked with a red circle, the other with a blue Leader calls 
on “Red 55 to give his opinion, then asks “Blue 55 if he agrees, or 
not. Success of this method depends a great deal on the selec¬ 
tion and careful wording of the questions. 

(3) Church Vocabulary —This device lasts all year. A large 
scrap-book or manila sketch-book with spiral binding. Teacher 
opens the book, has crayon in hand, writes “A 55 at top, draws 
line down middle of page—boys 5 words to be written on one 
side, girls’ on the other. Two sides call out words alternately, 
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thus: Advent, altar, amice, aisle, angel. I£ the meaning of die 
word can’t also be explamed, it doesn’t count 
Next week, after showing the former page for quick review, 
“B” is written, and names starting with that letter suggested. 
The game lasts all year as the alphabet is covered. It arouses 
great interest, and may be used as the basis for a written review. 
For this review a list of words used in the game is typed, and 
pupils are asked to write a short definition or identify each by 
some phrase. 

(4) Ma\e Your Own Card Games —We are familiar with 
the card games sold by Church publishers. The best type have 
a picture or graph on one side, question and answer on the 

other * 

(5) Farts of The Prayer Boo \—The Prayer Book (like the 
Bible) is really a number of books bound together To make 
this clear, teacher comes prepared with nine slips or cards, on 
the end of each of which is written the name of one part of 
the Prayer Book: Calendars, Morning Prayer, Evening Prayer, 
Prayers and Thanksgivings, Litany, Holy Communion, Occa¬ 
sional Offices, Psalter, Ordinal (plus Family Prayer, Articles?). 
In use, a pupil is given a Prayer Book, asked to insert each slip 
in proper place—sticking out—at the start of each section. Or, 
the slips may simply be shuffled, and the requirement is to 
arrange in the correct order. A similar set of slips may be made 
for the parts of a single service. For drill on learning books of 
the Bible, type names on sheet, cut up, and ask to have pieces 
arranged in correct order. 

In all use of such games, the teacher should be sure to repeat 
the drills to impress the facts covered. The element of competi¬ 
tion arouses keen interest. Caution. use diese for the end of the 
period, never at the start, as they are great time users, and often 

only the bell can stop them.

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5. STORY-TELLING TECHNIQUES 

The telling of stories ranks among the foremost skills of 
teaching. Moreover, to be able to tell stories effectively, in any 
social group, gives one a pleasure and a position that is unique. 
The story-teller has a place and a power; this has been true 
from the dawn of history. No one is too old to be interested 
by a story. The following are some methods which have been 
helpful to others. 

(1) Before you begin to prepare, set the stage in your mind. 
Visualize vividly the scene and setting in which you are to tell 
this story. Picture your class in its circle, yourself facing them. 
Every eye is upon you. (Resolve not to let any slight embarrass¬ 
ment, or the use of notes, cause you to lose contact with one of 
those eyes.) Now, don’t let the thought get you in a panic of 
your old shyness. You are going out on a stage, but before an 
audience that is friendly and appreciative, not critical. It is 
going to be your big moment And it is going to be fun! 
Finally, review in a flash—for the hundredth time—the special 
age, needs, responses, of your particular pupils. They are your 
public, your only audience. For them alone you prepare. 

(2) To tell a story, you must know the story well That’s 
fundamental. This does not mean to memorize it, but know it. 
The safest and simplest way is to read it through three times. 
Never trust your quick mind and memory with a “once over.” 
Never be overconfident. So, read the story through twice at the 
first attack. Then, after a little while—perhaps after some hours 
of other study or activity, or if possible a day or more later- 
read it through again. 

(3) Then set up the story in your own mind. What comes 
first, what next, what then? What are the high spots, what the 
ending? Some teacheis do this in a systematic way with a writ- 
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ten outline. More just straighten the material out in their mind, 
run over it a few times to make sure they have it all. 

(4) Here, you might improve on the story. It comes to you 
in the printed form—in textbook or Bible—which you have 
just read over. But the writer might not have done justice to 
the underlying story. There are two ways you can always polish 


a story: 

First, point up the characterization . Think of every person 
who appears m the story, one by one. Decide on some details 
of appearance and personality for each. Thus: “The farmer met 
Emily. . • •” (original story) Your improvement on this: 
“Down the road came the tall farmer in patched blue overalls. 
As he stopped in front of Emily she saw theie was a merry 
twinkle in his eye.” If you see these details, you will readily get 
them into your story, when you finally tell it; you need not 
decide on the exact wording. 

Give every character a name or descriptive tide or adjective, 
and call him by dns name or title every time he appears. This 
will not sound monotonous, and aids in keeping the story clear 
in the minds of the listeners. 

Second, put in a lot of conversation and duect quotations. 
Thus: (weak) “one of the disciples told Jesus there was a 
boy....” How much better the Bible does it: “Andrew (Simon 
Peter’s brother) said to Jesus, ‘There is a lad here who has 


Try this method with any story. Without writing anything 
down (for that might make the effect stiff, and the whole 
process a burden) ma\e up complete conversations, with direct 
words in the mouths of all your characters. Never mind if they 
are not in very fine wording. They will be alive, and the imagi¬ 
nations of your young listeners will make up for any lack of 

literary polish 

Just to fix this last elementary principle m your mind, it is 
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usually expressed: avoid indirect discourse . Place all possible 
words m tire mouths of persons in the story. As one old teacher 
expressed it, “Use more quotes.” For example: “Jesus., . asked 
him what he wanted .” (This is indirect discourse.) St. Luke 
was a better story-teller, for he wrote it, “Jesus asked, ‘What 
wilt thou that I should do unto thee? 5 ” 

Y ou may, indeed, have to apply this principle to amplifying 
the Bible text. Remember, the Gospels are clipped, often far 
too brief, and we have a right to expand them if we do not 
change their real meaning For example, “They rebuked the 
blind man that he should hold his peace 55 (St. Luke 18:39). 
You may decide to tell this: “The people around said to him, 
‘Be quiet I You're making too much noised 55 
Then, too, you may wish to invent more conversation to 
sustain the dramatic action For example, one teacher expanded 
tire story about like this: 

“The blind man asked, ‘What is all that noise ? 5 
“His friends said, ‘It is a great crowd coming along the road. 5 
“The blind man asked, ‘Why is there such a crowd ? 5 
“They answered, c J esus °f Nazareth is passing by. 5 
“Then the blind man began to shout, ‘Jesus, Jesus, 5 etc, 55 
(5) Your bodily actions are important. You may shrink 
from the thought of making gestures, yet anyone, no matter 
how awkward or shy, can add to a story by some simple mo¬ 
tions. If you are one who feels a little self-conscious about this, 
the following is suggested: Run over the story mentally to see 
if you can imitate a few of the obvious movements of the 
characters. Of course you may have to tell the story while 
seated, but you can do a lot with your head and hands. Thus: 
“He held out his hands. He looked up to heaven. He saw him 
in the tree. He shivered in the cold.” Surely you can do the 
action suggested by each of these 
But thin\ out the gesture, and even practice it, as part of 
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your preparation. You can readily draw pictures by gestures. 
Thus: “He came toward them down the winding road” (point, 
movement of wrist). “The city had walls with square towers” 
(sketch the sky-line of city with hand in air). “The arrow shot 
out and fell” (curving motion). Try it. It’s easier than you 

think. 

There’s more to story-telling than all this But you can work 
at it and get better rapidly, if you will Of course, you are not 
going to tell stories all the time, or you wouldn’t be doing any 
teaching. Nor are you likely (if you are a skillful teacher) to 
tell a different story every single Sunday. That would be falling 
into one of the many fixed patterns which so often make teach¬ 
ing monotonous. But you will be telling and re-telling stories, 
to one group or another, all your life, and you owe it to yourself 
and your work to become expert in it. 


6. HOW TO MEMORIZE 

We have all noticed that some children can memorize things 
easier and quicker than others. There are various opinions and 
theories why this is so. Some people can go over a passage to be 
learned with such intensity of attention that the words seem 
to etch themselves upon their minds with a few efforts. 

With others we notice their attack. They go at a learning 
assignment in a moment, without any hesitation or “stalling 
around.” They have truly well disciplined minds, willing 
quickly to do something, and being on the job the next instant. 

Again, it is partly a matter of confidence. Those who have 
learned hard bits in the past know that they can do it, and so 
approach new assignments with a feeling that it’s easy. 

One such student comes to my mind. He was given a part in 
a pageant in an emergency, and was handed his script even as 
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the first act was starting. While the costume was being fitted 
on him, he worked at his lines, asking only, “Don’t talk to me, 
I’m memorizing ” When he came on, not 20 minutes later, he 
knew every line of a rather long scene, and even prompted 
another actor. This boy had a ready mind, but he had done 
such feats before, and knew that he could do it, easily 
Now, as it concerns us as teachers, there are two mam parts 
to memorization—motive and method 
“I could do it if I wanted,” is the explanation of many 
a child when twitted that he can’t throw, or jump, or sing, or 
do one of the many activities of the school. That is the secret 
spring of every life, were the truth known—if I wanted to! 
How to make the child want to is the leader’s real problem. 

Memorizing set words is a natural activity, m which every 
living person, including the lowest forms of mentality, may 
compete. Anyone can memorize. Tests prove that, literally, we 
are never too old to learn. 

Growing children, using their minds, like their bodies, ex- 
perimentally, are delighted to discover that they can memorize. 
It gives them pleasure for several leasons. One is the sheer joy 
of achievement. This is one of life’s deepest joys. 

A girl of fourteen was found to be learnmg the Nicene Creed. 
She was asked, “Did your teacher assign that?”, and replied, 
“Oh, no, it was the Apostles’ Creed, but I knew that already, 
and just learned the Nicene for fun.” We teachers should never 
forget that it is fun to learn, once started, and we deprive our 
pupils of a great experience if we do not help them in it. 

Besides the joy of domg it, there is more commonly the 
motive of pride and exhibition. We recite our piece to be heard 
by the class or audience. We do it, mildly, to show off. But we 
do it, and thereby the material is in our minds, ready for later 
use. Let it be said here, teachers who personally find memoriz¬ 
ing distasteful will not get good results from their class. Such 
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teachers will not be as apt to start their pupils on a new assign¬ 
ment with enthusiasm. 

Doubtless the best urge to learn is for immediate use. This 
applies naturally to lines in a play, to prayers to be said in real 
devotions Anothei consideration is the kind of material. Some 
will find verse easiest, while others can master prose more 
readily. Unfamiliar and meaningless matter is always learned 
more slowly But always, the teacher must keep the class at 
their work, and each accomplishes the assignment by conta¬ 
gious leadership. 

Memorizing is accomplished either ui class or at home. Many 
teachers who labor faithfully to make the memory period of 
the class fruitful fail to make any assignments for home work. 
Indeed, here is where we all miss an ever present opportunity. 
Parents and children respect the teacher who sends home a 
typed slip “To be memorized before next Sunday.” Expect 

results and you will get them. 

Class methods of drill are various, and the ingenious teacher 
makes up her own There are the visual, using the book, black¬ 
board or flash cards;* the choral, reciting in concert; and the 

♦Flash cards are readily made by hand, and speed memory work a great deal 
Get several pieces of white cardboard about io x 12 inches, or whatever size fits 
the class and item to be learned On this, copy the passage on one side with cra>on 
or black ink (A different assignment may be on each side, requiring fewer cards) 
Punch hole at center of top, and fasten loop of string A class of four or five can 
sit closely together so that they can use smaller cards, with lettering not over half

(2) F01 petsonal dull There are several cards, made smaller Two children work 
on one card One holds it up, lettering towards partner, who reads it aloud Holder 
then turns the blank side, keeping his own eye on the script while partner recites 
Thus slight errors are caught at once, and the correU way established 
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pupil-leader, where the child who has already learned the sec¬ 
tion takes charge and calls for others to recite. 

One proven psychological principle may be taught older 

children, asked to learn long passages. The rule is: Don’t learn 
one line or verse at a time. Instead, read over the entire passage, 
again and again Oddly enough, progress will seem to be slower 
by the latter method. But if you will stick to it, you can actually 

master the whole section with less repetition, in shorter time 
And it will stay in your mind more permanently. 

Teachers, a personal tip: Take up memorizing as a pastime, 
for your own pleasure. It will give you a sense of mental power 
you have not realized for years, and (if you memorize the right 
things) it will enable you to give great pleasure to others, at 
unexpected moments. 


7. THE VALUE OF MEMORIZING 

I am eternally grateful to the Chicago public school system 
for inspiring me (or compelling me, I suspect) to memorize, 
“The quality of mercy is not strained,” “What is so rare as a 
day in June?” and other gems of my literary inheritance. They 
come in mighty handy at times. 

I am also grateful to my boyhood parish for seeing that I 
learned, about the same time, “Come, Holy Ghost, our souls 
inspire,” besides “And now our Eucharist is o’er, Yet for one 
blessing still we plead. . . .” These treasures I have recalled 
literally thousands of times. They are part of me, and they have 
helped me grow in the Faith. With such things ready in my 
mind, I have been able to teach others. Without them, I would 
be a poor and ill-equipped Christian. 

The value of exact and beautiful passages held in the mind, 
and used at will, is readily recognized. Facts, lists, details of 
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stories, names, dates, definitions, and the like are the common 
grist of school learning. These have their place, it is true, in the 
total volume of human knowledge. But the use of such matter 
(except in the long chance of your being called up at a radio 
quiz program) in adult life is very slight. The things to mem¬ 
orize which will be of use all through life are the devotional 
and spiritual passages through which we may express ourselves 
and refresh our souls. You either have a store of these in your 
mind, from childhood days, or you don’t. Few people, unless 
especially inclined, will be apt to memorize late in life 
It is therefore our special responsibility to see that our boys 
and girls actually learn certain choice and tested selections from 
our Christian literary resources. Some of these, it is true, will 
be accomplished without special effort, by natural repetition 
in use at our services. These things include the creeds, the 
Lord’s Prayer, and many frequently sung hymns There is a 
further list of memory gems which should be the common 
property of all Christians, but which no one is apt to have 
learned unless directed and held to the task by a teacher. Here 
is the special field of the Church School and class 
There are two theories, it should be noted, as to the use of 
verbal memorizing in Christian education. The one extreme is 
the ancient method which looked upon all knowledge as a 
transmission of the ancient words, to be learned exactly, with 
little stress upon the understanding. Picture an ancient class of 
oriental boys (girls didn’t have any such advantages) sitting on 
the floor, droning aloud the endless scripture they were mem¬ 
orizing From them it is a long jump to the other extreme of a 
modern Sunday School where a little class is seated around a 
table in the parish house, cheerfully emoting and evolving some 
project in self-expression. The boys of old could and did recite 
their lmes all their lives. In contrast, the modern children fre¬ 
quently “have nothing to show for their time, ’ (as Grandfather 
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grumps) except a few bits of novel handwork and some 
pleasant impressions. 

In between these two extremes of all-memorizing and no- 
memorizing—entire verbalization and complete self-expression 

—lies the whole field of varied and effective teaching. On this 
middle ground, indeed, may yet be fought to its inconclusive 
finish the war between the Authoritarians (“Christianity is 
revealed, transmitted Truth: know it”) and the Vitalitarians 
(“Religion is Life, live it”). There seems to be no discharge in 
that war, once you have taken sides, unless, at long last, we 
may discover that objective and subjective are only head and 
tail of the same precious com of life 

The reader may feel that the foregoing is largely theory, but 
it comes home to him, if a teacher, in the decision to make 
much or little of memorization, and what tilings are to be 
memorized. Granted that you hope to give your pupils some¬ 
thing permanently useful, for all of life, what shall these things 
be r 5 One method, which held the field for several generations, 
and may still be seen in some old-fashioned courses, is the 
“golden text” which was memorized, one for each Sunday. 
Thus, a year’s achievement was to know all fifty-two of the 
texts letter-perfect. Since the same texts were often used again, 
year after year, tire memory equipment of such children was 
often just tins list of selected single verses from the Bible. These 
often were rich in evangelical meaning, but also were often 
key texts calling for a large theological knowledge for their 
complete understanding. Many oldsters can thus recall or rec¬ 
ognize many texts which for them are old friends, but which 
as often have little real meaning 

Another system, of about the same period, was also based on 
the Sunday-by-Sunday method, and attempted the learning of 
the collect for the day. This may still be found the practice in 
certain English and Canadian parishes, and m our country 
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where there is a great emphasis on the Prayer Book The knowl¬ 
edge of the collects is certainly of more value than separate 
texts. But it is difficult to learn a new collect each Sunday, and 
younger children are not ready for them. Moreover, such a rigid 
scheme leaves out many other kinds of memory items. 

Let us approach this question of what to memorize in the 
Church School by seeing what we desire at the end of our 
system. Here is a young adult, who has been through our parish 
course and is now twenty to thirty years old. Just what things 
can he recite from memory because we have taught him? 

In the first place, for what occasions in life have we prepared 
him ? He surely should have ready some appropriate words for 
such times as these: His daily night and morning prayers, with 
enough variations to fit all kinds of personal problems; some 
prayers at noon; some ejaculatory prayers to say while busy; 
a grace at meals; prayers for and with a sick person; a prayer 
for opening any meeting; beautiful passages for comfort or 
inspiration, to be said for personal uplift, or to help others 
Some of these latter will include choice psalms, hymns, and 
Bible passages 

The selection of the items to be taught to meet this intended 
use is one of the foremost problems of the Church’s curriculum 
planning. There should be a memory schedule, with electives 
and variations, which should be set up and followed year after 
year. Certain minimum and some extra things should be listed. 
Up to the present, no such complete list has been set fordi. Each 
teacher, at the start of die year’s work, will have to make up 
her own scheme, and try to accomplish it, through the year. 
It’s too bad, but at present the teacher, possibly widi the help 
of the priest, must do this alone. Smce both have their hobbies 
and limitations, it is a frail foundation. 

Happy will be the Church which, from a competent head* 
quarters, and after yeais of experiment, holds up an official list 
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of things which must be memorized. The second strand of the 
old Christian Nurture Series, “Memory Work,” was a thought¬ 
ful effort to carry through this year-long planning. 

Considering again our end-result, m the graduate of our 
school, we can list the main requirements of such a list, which 
may some day be promulgated by authority. This list would 
include. 

The creeds, the Lord’s Prayer, and the Ten Commandments, 
surely, before we branch out on the many other things which 
a Christian ought to know and believe to his soul’s health 

A few devotional hymns—mostly objective (to and about 
God), but some subjective, though not sentimental. Certain 
others poems (for older students) from our English classics, 
having devotional value. These last are often learned in litera¬ 
ture classes at school or college, but seldom at church. 

Certain carefully selected collects and other prayers to fit 
definite occasions, as given above. 

Some devotions to use at the Eucharist, 

Two or three psalms. 

A few other golden passages, not too short, from the Bible. 

A few definitions from the Catechism. 

Once such a list is made, the teacher will have a special duty 
to see that her pupils know the items assigned for that year and 
to drill on those learned in the preceding year 

After the teacher has adopted or been given such a list of 
objectives, there remains the problem of inducing the children 
to learn them. We all memorize only when we are motivated 
Thus, the pupil may learn in order to get the signature on the 
page of his step-catechism (achievement); or to get his name 
on the honor roll (recognition, competition); or to be m a play 
or pageant (display), or just because his teacher’s desire and 
enthusiasm are catching (contagious leadership). 

Leave a place in each lesson-plan for memory drill. If you 
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don’t, you may go weeks without accomplishing anything. 
Some teachers neglect it almost completely, and as a result their 
pupils are cheated of this part of their training. 

Keep the class memorizing together as far as possible, but 
encourage the child with a flair for memorizing to master as 
much as he will in addition. 

Learn the class’s assignments yourself, letter-perfect. You 
simply cannot teach memorizing from a book or chart. This 
inspires confidence, makes it possible to drill at any moment, 
without looking up materials. 

Above all, stick to it, for a part of each lesson, don’t leave a 
lot of loose items only half memorized. 

B. TEACHING WITH A FILMSTRIP* 

Every teacher ought to know how to use the new miniature 
projectors by which small photographs, on single slides or strips 
of film, are thrown on a screen. The method is old (remember 
the old magic lantern?) but recent improvements and increas¬ 
ing use in education have given it a new prominence. There is 
a danger that churches buy the equipment without knowing 
how to fit it into the teaching program. Be it known that at 
present there is no such thing as a “program of visual educa¬ 
tion” in any sense that you can buy sets of pictures to illustrate 
every lesson of a course. The pictorial elements in the Bible 
have been studied by producers, and pictures made of nearly 
every scene in the life of Christ, and many in the Old Testa¬ 
ment But pictures alone do not convey religion, and their 
proper use by the teacher calls for careful study and preparation. 

The simplest and most convenient form of transparency is 

♦The use o£ motion pictures is too large a subject for this book The use of one 
type of picture projection is here described as a help to teachers, and to stress the 

teaching activity 
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the filmstrip, which is recommended as a good way to start any 
church in the use of projected pictures. This is a piece of stand¬ 
ard film about four feet long and with thirty or more single 
pictures which are shown one at a time. When you are through 
discussing a picture, you simply turn the knob of the projector 
to the next When through, the little filmstrip is put back in 
its tiny box, ready for use by another class, or in other years. 
The cost is low, and a school gradually builds its library o£ 
strips. The filmstrips are increasingly being produced by both 
commercial and Church bodies, and may even be made by 
home talent. 

After your school has bought the projector and some film 
strips or slides, teachers must know how to use them. It is easy 
to run the pictures through the machine, but to make of them 
a constructive educational experience is the problem. First, you 
must become acquainted with the strip or group of pictures you 
are to show. Don’t be too sure you remember the story. You 
must know well every picture you are to show. This requires 
that you will have set up the projector the day before and run 
through the full sequence, jotting down notes as you go. You 
should at this time read the script usually provided by the 
makers with each strip, to be sure you get the full intent of the 
editors. But you must go beyond these notes, know as much as 
possible about the theme And, if it is a filmstrip on a Biblical 
subject, be sure you re-read the Bible passage carefully. 

The next step is to prepare the children. Before the pictures 
are shown, present the theme to the class or department which 
is later to see it, aiming to point their minds toward it, so that 
they will not be seeing entirely unfamiliar matter. Yet you 
should try to do this without “spoiling the suiprise,” or leaving 
nothing for the actual showing 

This preliminary talk by the leader takes place m the class 
the Sunday before the showing, eidier as a short statement, or 
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in the form of a directed discussion, creating vital interest in 
the topic underlying the pictures. This may be part of the devel- 
opment of a class project. Thus, an older class is led into a 
discussion on Dating, and you mention that you have some 
pictures entitled “Boy Meets Girl” Could we find time to 
examine them next Sunday ? 

Finally the filmstrip is shown, and the teacher has the prob¬ 
lem of speaking while the pictures are thrown on the screen, 
in a nice balance between an informative lecture and planned 
questions aimed at student response. This ta\es more careful 
preparation than ordinary teaching . 

Some teaching tips and cautions are given below. These will 
have much more meaning to you after you have used the 
projector a few times and realize some of the difficulties, as well 
as the great possibilities of the method: 

(1) Your talk must fit the picture—don’t merely give gen¬ 
eralities recalled by it. 

(2) Yet you must go beyond the picture with added infor¬ 
mation. On the other hand, brevity and movement are essential. 
Those who know too much are apt to tell it, and be boresome. 

(3) Have your material organized, not just a lot of loose 
comment. Knowing the age pupils you will be addressing, you 
will have decided on their probable mterests and will refer to 
some of their experiences as points of contact. Use simple but 
exact words. 

(4) Avoid the obvious, merely identifying: “See the big 
camel.” 

(5) Work for student response and interpretation by care¬ 
fully thought-out questions: Thus, “What is that m his hand?” 
“Billy, how do you think the shepherd felt?” “How many of 
these men are Pharisees, how many are disciples ? Jane, go to 
the screen and point to them.” 

(6) Talk quietly and insist on perfect co-operation. Mischief

breaks out in the dark, and you must be ever-alert to control 
the tone and to maintain the pitch of interest. On the other 
hand, you will find that you gam m concentration of attention 
(if your talk is “clicking”) because of the dark, with all eyes 
held by the screen, and the changing images. 

(7) Show to small groups of nearly the same age, so your 
talk can fit their vocabulary and interests, and so you may have 
every one take part in the discussion. 

(8) Have a separate projection space always set up, so as not 
to have to fuss with curtains, screen, and electric cords. This 
need be only a space large enough for about a dozen persons, 
where groups are taken in turn, by pre-arrangement. 

(9) Have a separate operator, and if possible a special teacher 
who is prepared to present all the filmstrips in your library. 
Thus, the regular class teacher gives the pre-statement, by 
memorandum from the Projection Leader, then brings her class 
to the “Little Theater” at the time set The Leader may soon 
be known as the “Story-Tell Lady.” 

(10) Keep your shows short, only a portion of the class 
period. Many filmstrips can be shown in twenty minutes. The 
class may then return to its own room or alcove to continue the 
lesson, or discuss the strip. 

(11) Plan your showings, by a school schedule, weeks ahead, 
so that teachers may anticipate and fit them into their courses. 
This helps to keep them on their toes, and gives to the children 
a sense of something coming 

(12) Finally, let’s keep this in perspective, as part of our 
normal teaching. What we want is activity, pupil response. The 
trouble with pictures is that on the whole they call for only 
passive attention. In spite of the ballyhoo, a picture is still only 
a picture, and our concern is primarily with ideas and their 
expression in lives. There are three stages or levels of teaching, 
from the lowest to the highest, in the following order: 
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First, Words —'verbalizing of all sorts, listening, definitions, 

and catechisms. 

Second, Visual —anything done or shown in the presence of 
the student which reaches him through his eyes. This includes 
gestures by teacher, blackboards, graphs, wall pictures, draw¬ 
ings, chromos, sketches, cartoons, illustrated leaflets, stereopti- 
can slides, and now the 2 x 2 slides, filmstrips, movies, and 
sound-movies. The projection of pictures has swept the educa- 
cational world, and reached the churches. One often suspects 
that the new interest is embraced in the hope of finding a 
short-cut to success, by some mechanized process, and perhaps 
as a substitute for reality—the subconscious which welcomes 
activity with things in the flight from the more difficult ulti¬ 
mate of dealing with people, that is, with our pupils But visual 
aids are part of our program, and may be used if we know their 
relation to our real goals. 

Third, Activity —This means any form of personal participa¬ 
tion in a guided experience. Everything in our teaching should 
aim toward this For example, the makmg of a poster involves 
words, visual, and activity ; but the activity uses the first two and 

makes them live. 

In your search for a personal hobby, this may be it' to make 
yourself the Visual Leader for your school, knowing all the 
equipment, training a staff, learning the techniques of present¬ 
ing the pictures to each age-group, and perhaps being the offi¬ 
cial photographer who takes 35mm colored pictures of all 
classes, organizations and occasions, and shows them at appro¬ 
priate times. Here is a real calling. 
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9 . STUDENT NOTEBOOKS 

Many teachers use student notebooks without knowing why. 
Few realize fully their possibilities and limitations. Writing is 
the simplest form of self-expression, combining handwork with 
a permanent record. But in practice, unskilled teachers use too 
much writing, and waste much of the precious time of die class 

period in trying to produce neat and complete notebooks. 

“I have stopped using notebooks,” a teacher told me recently. 
“We never have enough time. And there are so many other 
pleasant ways of self-expression and class activity 55 After spend¬ 
ing a great deal of effort on notebooks, how many of you have 
come to about the same conclusion? 

It is likely that the teacher who insists on perfect notebooks 
is only reflecting her own tidy personality, or trying to repeat 
some of the methods of her prim college days. She does not 
allow for the younger age of her pupils. Therefore, just to clear 
the air, let’s ask ourselves. Why do we have pupil notebooks^ 
Three mam purposes come to mind, as follows: 

(1) Handwor\, activity —Observes one teacher, “At least 
my pupils are busy and quiet while they are writing.” But 
surely this alone is a low motive. We have passed beyond mere 
“busy work.” This motive might do for the substitute teacher, 
who must make the best use of the period. The trained teacher, 
with a larger vision of teaching, will scorn such an objective. 

(2) Self-expression, interpretation —Here, as some one put 
it, “To know it, you must be able to say it. If you have to write 
it down, you fix the words in your mind ” In theory, yes. But 
boys and girls from about the fourth grade through the eighth 
write very poorly and so slowly that the results are painful, or 
require much slow, patient supervision. And spelling is such a 
problem, especially with the many difficult Church words. 

There are so many other ways of inducing expression. Many 
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children actually hate to write. The inarticulate child, asked to 
write out his sentence in silence, is apt to produce little of value 
If the topic is thrown into the class for discussion, the best of 
all minds present is contributed. But when the conclusion is 
reached—-usually phrased by the teacher—it can only be dic¬ 
tated, word for word, into all the notebooks. And the slowest 
pupil holds back the class. For this reason, notebooks of younger 
children usually end up about the same, with little originality 

developed. 

(3) Summary, for review —High school and college pupils 
may thus use their notebooks, but is this of much value for 
juniors ? There are so many other better ways. Do you still use 
the easily remembered catch-phrases to recall each lesson— 
Abraham, the friend of God, Joseph the dreamer, etc.? Such 
titles, with the dates taught, may well be written on a heavy 
cardboard (not the blackboard, which gets erased) from week 
to week, left hanging in the class room, and used frequently 
for drill. This takes no trouble, wastes no time Moreover, fre¬ 
quent class drill is swifter, more thorough, than by the use of 

notebooks 

Here are some better uses of notebooks, if you still want 
them: 

(1) New words —This is a section in the back of notebooks 
where any new word which arises in class is written, with a 

brief definition, and later used in sentences. 

(2) Things to loo\ up —The teacher says, “We haven’t time 

to find out about that just now Let’s put it in our notebooks, 
and we’ll see who will be the first to report on it. They turn 
to a section marked “Find out,” and write down the item, as, 
“How many people can be seated in our church?” As they do 
this, previous questions inserted there are noticed, and perhaps 

the urge re-aroused to look them up, too. 

(3) Exchange boo\s —For this, books are exchanged around 

the class, and pupils mark for accuracy, neatness, originality. 
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Better than individual books is the Class Diary, kept by a 
student secretary—the office a high honor, and rotated fre¬ 
quently. The class starts with the reading of the record of the 
previous lesson, a much swifter way to review and get in motion 
than the usual, “Now, what did we talk about last Sunday?” 

Into the Diary go all the points that arise in class—the sum¬ 
mary of discussions, plans for the future, promises, assignments. 
One week the record reads, “We made plans for the basket 
Joanne reported on the party. We talked about how to be help¬ 
ful. We decided we must give people what they really need, not 
what we like.” The smartest members of the class usually serve 
as secretary, and thereby a certain amount of special ability is 
directed and developed Some touching and unexpected impres¬ 
sions may be recorded 1 A teacher found in looking over the 
Class Diary for the preceding Sunday, when she had been 
absent, and an old saint of the parish had been the substitute, 
the record was simply, “She talked to us about God ” 

The lure of well-kept notebooks undoubtedly has helped the 
vogue of the new workbooks, which seem to promise complete 
and tidy results with little effort. But those who have used them 
for a while will tell you how deceptive the results are. Note¬ 
books, of any kind, are only a device, and must never become 
an end The best that may be said for them is that they provide 
a chance for individual work and a feeling of personal posses¬ 
sion and achievement. And they are at least a variation from 
the incessant talk of some teachers. 


10 . CLASSROOM DRAMATICS 

Some time, after you have run through all the other ways of 
activity in class, you may decide to try “acting it out.” It is 
much easier than it may seem at first thought But it does take 
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some advance thought, is never actually impromptu. Some 
teachers do it instinctively. But we would all do it now and 
then, if we would see the possibilities, and discover the fun of it. 

Here is the way it works. A fifth grade class has just finished 
its planned work. The teacher has decided to use dramatics to 
develop the lesson further. Joseph is sold into Egypt (Genesis, 

chap. 37). It is full of possibilities, and there are plenty of 
characters. For instance: 

Teacher (who has thought it out thoroughly, in advance): 
“If we should act this story out, who would be the main char¬ 
acter? Where is the scene?” (Note: Don’t call for a class deci¬ 
sion too quickly, just as when launching a major project, but 
get their imagination rolling first. “If we acted_” They will 

begin to respond m a few minutes, and then things will move, 
by a common mind and impulse.) 

Teacher: “I’ll ask Walter to pretend he is Joseph Now Wal¬ 
ter, what was the errand your father Jacob asked you to do?” 
(Walter replies.) 

Teacher: “You might walk along here, Walter, no, Joseph, 
wondering where you would find your brothers and their 
sheep As you go along, what are you thinking about? Have 
you had any dreams lately ?” 

Walter has his place now, and the others are in it too, making 
suggestions. 

Teacher: “We’d better have the brothers over here. What are 
some of your names? What should the brothers be doing?” 
(Sitting around the camp.) “What are they talking about? 
Then, which one suddenly sees Joseph coming?” 

So the story is recalled, and the setting and actions are 
sketched. Then the teacher says, “Now let’s go through it again 
from the beginning.” 

Lmes spoken, of course, are made up by the actors. No prop¬ 
erties or costumes are needed. From sitting around a table, the 
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group is suddenly acting The teacher is stage-manager, drill- 
master, yet the pupils do much of the inventing Thus: 

Teacher: “How shall we have Joseph in the pit? Here—he 
can be just on the other side of this chair, on the floor.” 

There will be some horseplay and gaiety, yet it is surprising 
how seriously children take hold of such imaginative activity. 
If you don’t believe it, try working out some past story you have 
studied. And remember, they like to repeat a successful enact¬ 
ment, especially if a new audience can be found, such as before 
the department opening, or at a parents’ meeting. One excel¬ 
lent way is to have a neighboring class (by arrangement and 
peimission) be the invited audience. In a pinch, this may be 
better than rushing in an unprepared substitute teacher 

A splendid example of Church School dramatics was given 
in the motion picture, “The Bells of St. Mary’s,” with Bing 
Crosby and Ingrid Bergman, where the primary children an the 
parochial school give their rendition of the Christmas story. 

A small boy enters and announces, “We are going to tell you 
about the Baby Jesus I am Joseph This is Mary. We are going 
to Bethlehem ” He assists Mary to a seat on the donkey (a saw¬ 
horse with a cardboard head, and a mop attached for tail, 
clearly the children’s own creation). 

“She is very tired We have travelled a long way,” says Joseph. 
There is a pause, then: “That’s the end of the first scene.” He 
then goes to an opening in the back curtain, saying, “Knock, 
knock ” 

A child sticks his head out, and there is a conversation about 
getting a room It develops that Joseph has no money, so, no 
room He reports this to Mary, still on the donkey, who accepts 
it cheerfully, saying, “Then why don’t you try next door?” 
Here Joseph says, “And that’s the end of that scene.” 

Joseph then tries an opening in the curtain farther along, and 
in a conversation with another speaker who sticks his head 
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through the curtain, finally arranges that Mary shall rest in 
the barn. 

The donkey is dragged off by willing hands, and, after some 
delay, the curtains are pulled back to reveal the Nativity tableau, 
A cheerful baby about a year and a half old is in a laundry 
basket (He refuses to lie down, but stands up all through the 
action, smiling at the audience.) An angel with paper wings 
stands on a stepladder. There are shepherds and a toy lamb, 
all introduced by brief sentences from Joseph. 

“And here comes the neighbors, bringing some presents,” 
as other children enter, placing objects before the crib (basket). 
“And now we will sing our Christmas song,” Joseph announces, 
and leads them in the singing of “Happy birthday to you. 
Happy birthday, dear Jesus, happy birthday to you” 

Several points m the foregoing might be noted which mark 
it as good teaching methods. Although only a scene from a 
movie, there is behind it much careful checking with a real 
school. Note the following: 

(1) There were few properties or costumes, and even those 
were common objects at hand The imagination provides prac¬ 
tically everything. It is activity and self-expression on the most 
immediate level of spontaneous action. 

(2) The teacher did not appear in the performance at all, 
not even m scene shifting or prompting. Everything was done 
by the children, in the final performance. They were not put¬ 
ting on a show, in the adult notion of a finished performance, 
but they were living through an experience, m their own terms. 

(3) The lines were entirely made up by the children, and 
evidently changed every time they did it. The most ready 
speaker was given the major part. It was a favorite story, acted 
out whenever they could get an audience. Or, just for their 
own pleasure. 

(4) The teacher clearly had put in her constructive sugges- 
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tions while the play was in process of being formulated, but 
had never intruded adult ideas. We are to imagine that the 
points were developed in several happy class periods m the 
weeks preceding. The idea of the donkey had fascinated them, 
and so they had created one, with head and tail complete. The 
reason for rejection at the inn was that the holy couple were 
poor, and hence the conversation about money The thought of 
“Where can we find a Baby Jesusbrought out the offer of 
somebody’s baby brother. Angels being up in the air suggested 
the stepladder. And the “Happy Birthday” song seems far closer 
to childhood than even the customary “Silent Night ” 

All through, one can imagine much vital class discussion, a 
truly “socialized recitation” directed by the plan and oversight 
of the teacher, yet free enough to allow for every original idea 
that arose. 

In the use of class room dramatics, four suggestions might 
be given: 

(1) Have the scenes and action well thought out in the 
teacher’s preparation, but present it as tf spontaneous and 
worked out by the children. Such directed discussion will 
increase one’s skill immensely in the use of the creative methods 
of project teaching For the acting is a project, an outcome of 
the lesson, along the line of natural interests. 

(2) Assign the characters yourself, at first The reason is that 
the children make it a popularity contest, or else the most agres- 
sive demands a part. And all this wastes a lot of time. You can 
then change the parts around for a repeat, and they do love to 
reenact a favorite story. 

(3) While directing the first action, be alert to accept every 
good suggestion offered, as to properties, lines, or business. 

(4) Save this for the end of your period, as a relief from 
restlessness. Moreover, you can use up all your scant time with 
it, if you aren’t careful. 
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Chancel pageantry is well recognized, and can be kept simple 
if sincerely done. There are enough properties at hand: a chair, 
a bench, a prayer desk, a small table, a screen. One child can 
announce the setting and subject. The question is often raised, 
Should we allow pupils to portray the person of our Lord? 
Why not? Doubtless tins objection comes from adults who 
have witnessed various Passion Plays, where literalism and 
much sentimentality intrude, or the actor who took the part 
of Christ seemed inadequate Others have a real feeling that 
no one is worthy to take the part. Yet with children, none of 
these objections obtain—certainly not with boys and girls up to 
fourteen. To avoid any seeming irreverence, the teacher must 
take pains to create the atmosphere of earnestness, and cause 
the assignment to be felt as a solemn privilege. 

We might try class room dramatics more frequently. For 
example, there is the Easter story, rich in possibilities, yet 
(because of an overcrowded Lent) seldom stressed. We come 
upon Easter without warning, the stress of Holy Week takes 
up all the thought and energy of clergy and leaders, and the 
story of the Resurrection gets little more than a brief telling. 
But what a chance for the children' There are angels, and 
soldiers, the Marys, Peter and John, and the risen Lord. There 
can be added the upper room, and the Emmaus incident. There 
is plenty of dialog possible, easily invented or paraphrased Ask 
your class how they would make it into a play, and immedi¬ 
ately you will be astonished to see it taking shape from the 
children’s suggestions. But before that, you must have told the 
story so well that it is recalled vividly. 

Dramatization is a fine review, good physical activity, and 
gives scope for interpretation and imagination It is loads of fun. 



VII. A LAST WORD: THE REAL REASON 


We started this book by proposing that you might consider 
Church School teaching as a hobby. We hoped to touch a cer¬ 
tain inner corner of your mind, to catch you on one of your 
mil d enthusiasms, on the nsmg up-swing of your best, respon¬ 
sive self It was to be an appeal to a vague yearning, as yet 
unfocused on any special work, to be doing something for the 
sheer satisfaction of it Some fuel was then provided for your 
imagination to play upon By descnbmg a variety of devices, 
and givmg some hints, we tried to get you to see something of 
the inside of actual teaching, and that it is not beyond your 
ability. 

In doing this, we followed the educational method —that is, 
we took you as (we imagmed) we found you, and tried, with 
our best mgenuity, to get you warmed up and started. (We 
didn’t want to discourage you, to lose you in the early stages.) 
Our problem was to contact you, as you were at the moment of 
starting this book. That is, we had to touch both your mind 
and your feelings and get them to vibrating to our proposition 
(“Create interest, building on already existmg interests” is the 
formula.) 

“Aha 1 Teaching is just salesmanship ,” I hear somebody say. 
My child, don’t let me ever hear you use that word again 
around the Church I It is a street word, used only by vulgar 
people driven solely by the profit motive. It is true that out¬ 
wardly the salesman and die teacher seem to operate on the 
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same lines. They approach their “prospect”* on the side of his 
known interests, enthusiasms, or desires and win his confidence. 
At die right stage both try to secure a decision. But the differ- 
ence is m why each is operating. Salesmen too often are only 
interested in getting their commissions, and in nothing else. 
Teachers—certamly splendid Church School teachers—are mo¬ 
tivated by the love of Christ. Their labors are completely un¬ 
selfish, entirely sacrificial “For their sakes. . .” 

This is where we came m But there is something beyond 
all diis, something closer to our heart’s deepest desire This is 
really a religious urge: we want to help children in their 
religion At our best, we know that Bible stones and activities 
are not the real goals. We want to help them know God 
One time while I was calling at the home of a teacher, we 
were discussmg how to make our pupils feel the personal real¬ 
ity of God I said, “Do you think we teachers speak of God 
often enough in our lessons?” 

A child of the family, who had been listening to our conver¬ 
sation, hung on the arm of my chair and said eagerly, “All 
right then, let’s talk about God'” 

It was perfectly natural and real. He was genuinely inter¬ 
ested, curious in the most elemental way, and looked to adults 
for help Notice that he did not ask any question about God. 
He wanted to discuss God, to enlarge his own notions by com¬ 
paring them with those of others. He wanted no authoritative

pronouncements, but a sharing of the thoughts lie already had 
on the subject This clear, native urge is something we miss 
so often in our heavy-handed approach to the teaching mo¬ 
ment. We tell diem about God, and since our own terms are 
often somewhat pedantic, we close the door of interest almost 

with our first words 

♦The Church lias, in recent years, borrowed this word from salesmanship, it is 
true, but with what a different intent I 
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Few adults can talk simply, sincerely, and wmsomely about 
God They have never tried, or they have felt self-conscious 
or argumentative We assume that others “have their own re¬ 
ligion” which we will not venture to intrude upon But isn’t 
it possible that we have never thought out clearly and com¬ 
pletely the reality of God and His work in us ? Our ideas are 
vague and unexpressed, and may be so until the end of our 
days. 

They may be, that is, unless we find times when, with tender 
open souls—like children—we can honestly try to frame our 
blundering, groping notions and voice them m clear and 
straightforward conversation For conversation and sharing it 
must be, not merely a grown-up phrasing of words. It must 
be testimony, witnessing, not second-hand reports Nor must 
it be thin sentiment, or wordy piety. It must be talk that tries 
out words known and used by children, and which aims at 
sharing our larger spiritual experiences, if only for a buef mo¬ 
ment, on their level 

This is tire inward reward of being a teacher for God: that 
you learn by teaching Teachers must know, now\ other people 
may coast along the rest of their lives, knowing they can look 
it up if the need arises. So you master your subject matter— 
for their sakes 

But deeper than this familiar experience of the content, is 
the discovery of the meaning of the Faith: the personal rela¬ 
tion of each soul with God Himself. You never really know 
until you have to submit your inner life to die requirements 
of a discussion period when, accidentally or planned, someone 
proposes, “Let’s talk about God.” 

This is one of those rare teaching moments for which all the 
rest is only a preliminary. Here is the fine, front line of the 
advancing Faith of Christ, where souls meet souls and share. 

Minds must meet And since the subject, of our talk will be 
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God Himself, we can be sure He is brooding over the moment, 
entering into the conversation Here is the occasion for inspira¬ 
tion, rightly understood. The stage is set, or found; all is ready, 
preparation is possible, but exact outlmes fail us in conversa¬ 
tion, especially with children. We cannot be sure what our 
pupils will say, and their emerging ideas must be met. Such 
moments are often short, and soon passed. But they are real, 

and we can learn to grasp them. 

The presentation of the truths of the Christian religion to 

satisfy the requirements of individuals is known in academic 
circles as the art of apologetics. It is too often pursued as a 
theoretical contest, in the argument ad hommcm , too often 
addressed to a homnern who died a generation ago, or is 
pure fiction. At its best, it means a skilful presentation of the 
Faith in a form acceptable to the actual person you are address¬ 
ing, and in the context of the atmosphere in which you en¬ 
counter him. You must take into consideration his age, his 
intelligence, his experiences, his prejudices. And the speaker is 
not to win a verbal victory, but to let God have His due 
What a long way this is from just telling Bible stories, and 
from all our patient drilling on facts' Here, if we will court 
them a little, and recognize them when they suddenly appear, 
may be times of deepest joy when, in our own character, we 
just talk about God. Can our Lord have been thinking of such 
moments of discipling when He promised, “It shall be given 

you in that hour what to speak ?
